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Gen. Butler Ordered 
Before Court-Martial 


Mi: GEN. SMEDLEY DARLING- 
TON BUTLER, USMC, is under 


arrest at Quantico, Va., awaiting gen- 
eral court-martial as a result of a 
speech made in Philadelphia twelve 
days ago in which Gen. Butler is re- 
ported to have made certain remarks 
about Premier Mussolini of Italy. 

According to published reports, Gen. 
Butler told a story of a friend of his 
having been upon a tour of Italy with 
Mussolini in an armored car, and run- 
ning over a child. Mussolini, he is 
supposed to have declared, refused to 
stop, remarking that “one life was im- 
material to the future of the state.” 

Ambassador Nobile Giacomo de Mar- 
tino, of Italy, precipitated official ac- 
tion in the matter by protesting to the 
State Department. Gen. Butler was 
asked for a letter of explanation and fol- 
lowing its receipt by the Navy Depart- 
ment, Secretary Adams ordered that he 
be court-martialed and Secretary of 
State Stimson formally apologized to 
Mussolini for the “discourteous and un- 
warranted utterance.’ 

Immediately foliowing Secretary 
Adams’ order, Maj. Gen. Commandant 
Ben H. Fuller, USMC, notified Gen. 
Butler to place himself under arrest. 
The Quantico head’s letter of explana- 
tion, though not made public, was said 
to admit telling the story about Mus- 
solini. 

A date for the court-martial has not 
yet been set. Specifications and 
charges are to be prepared by Rear 
Adm. David Sellers, Judge Advocate of 
the Navy, and their preparation is ex- 
pected to take about a week. When 
ready they will be given to Gen. But- 
ler to enable him to prepare his de- 
fense. The general has secured Maj. 
Henry Leonard, USMC, ret., a prac- 
ticing attorney, to defend him. 


Who will prosecute the case is not 
known. It will not be Adm. Sellers, as 
stated in several newspaper stories, for 
he must pass upon the legal phases of 


the case when the findings of the court- | 


martial board are completed and sub- 

mitted to the Secretary of the Navy. 
According to Navy Regulations, the 

court-martial board must be composed 


of not less than 5 and not more than 13 |

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Rule On Britten Bill 


Sought by Committee 


UNKING all plans for securing 
piece-meal promotion relief, naval 

legislative leaders in the House are 
girding for a fight to pass the Britten 
bill in its present form. 

During the past few weeks, the pros- 
pects of passing the Navy line person- 
nel bill have appeared so slim that bills 
to carry out individual sections of the 
measure were introduced into Congress 
with the hope that they could be pushed 
through, and a revised Britten bill was 
drawn up in the hope that the objec- 
tions to the present measure could be 
overcome. 

May Delay Building Bill 

However, it is now believed that the 
most favorable odds lie in pushing the 
Britten bill through the House in the 
exact form which it passed the Senate, 
thus having to stage but one battle— 
that of overcoming the opposition of 
the House members of the Joint Pay 
Committee to promotion legislation af- 
fecting but one of the services. 

To this end the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, on Jan. 26, voted to author- 
ize its chairman, Representative Brit- 
ten, to go before the Rules Committee 
and ask for a rule to take up the bill. 

The committee agreed to ask for a 
rule on four measures, all of which 
have been reported favorably to the 
House and which are administration 
projects. 

The bills are the Navy construction 
bill, the battleship modernization bill, 
the Sunnyvale airship base measure, 
and the Britten bill. No other naval 
legislation, it was decided, could pos- 
sibly be hoped for during the remainder 
of the session. 

Ask for Four Rules 

Yesterday these four rules were in- 
troduced by Chairman Britten, and he 
intends to go before the Rules Commit- 
tee next week to urge their adoption, 
he says- Should that body approve of 
the rule, the four bills can be brought 
to a vote.

Senate Adds to Army 
Appropriations Bill 


ARRYING a net increase of $494,- 

’ 298 over the measure passed by 
the House, the War Department sup- 
ply bill was reported to the Senate 
this week by its appropriations com- 
mittee and consideration of it was be- 
gun on the floor Jan. 27. As reported 
by the Senate committee the bill totals 
$446,518,448, which is $3,821,943 less 
than the estimates for 1932 and $103,- 
912 more than the appropriations for 
the current fiscal year. 

Of the total added to the bill by 
the Senate Committee, $267,710 were 
for the making of 30 per cent allow- 
ances to civilian employes in under- 
average grade, a procedure over which 
the Senate and House are at odds. 

Other items added to the bill by the 
Senate committee include $50,000 for 
the assembling, classifying and index- 
ing personnel records of the World 
War; $10,000 for contingent expenses 
of the Military Intelligence division; 
$37,518 for increased pay to retired 
officers on active duty; $400,000 to be 
added to total of pay of the Army due 
to falling off of accruals from soldiers 
purchasing discharges; $30,430 in- 
crease of wages of ships’ officers 
in the Quartermaster Corps; $12,500 
for the remount service; $45,000 for 
officers’ apartment building at the Mili- 
tary Academy; $32,985 for construction 
work at Ft. Francis E. Warren; $12,- 
000 for a chapel at Walter Reed Hos- 
pital; $10,000 for additional ROTC 
schools; $50,000 for ordnance equip- 
ment -for rifle ranges for civilian in- 
struction and $35,000 for rehabilita- 
tion of old Ft. Niagara. 

Decreases made in the bill by the 
Senate committee included the elimina- 
tion of the following amounts: $200,- 
000 for experimental work in connec- 








tion with the metal-clad airship; $227,- 
600 for the officers’ reserve corps; $23,- 
625 for CMTC transportation expenses, 
and $50,000 for a road in Shiloh Na- 
tional Military Park. 

The Senate passed the bil! Jan. 30, 
sending it to conference. 

Most of the time devoted to the bill 
on the floor of the Senate was consumed 
by efforts to include Muscle Shoal’s 
proposals in the War Department Bill. 
All of the committee amendments to 
the bill were agreed to including the 
elimination of the restriction against 
the table use of butter substitutes in 


the Army. 
The Senate also agreed with its com- 
mittee’s substitute for the House’s 


amendment which prohibited the pur- 
chase “for use within the limits of the

HE report of the Joint Congres- 

sional Committee on Service Pay, 
the text of which was published in this 
paper last week, was presented to the 
House of Representatives Jan. 23 by 
Representative French, vice chairman 
of the committee, and on the following 
day in the Senate by Senator Reed, 
chairman. 

Senator Reed merely made formal 
presentation of the report without any 
remarks. Representative French, how- 
ever, made quite a lengthy speech 
which would appear pessimistic to those 
interested in seeing an adequate pay 
schedule adopted for the services were 
it not that those so interested have 
seen the same arguments presented be- 





fore (notably in the report of the Bu- 





reau of Efficiency) and have seen them 
logically refuted. 

Mr. French dwelled heavily on the 
recent downward trend of commodity 
prices. Those in the service know that 





the pay movement is based not alone 
on commodity prices, but also on the 


higher standards of living. Another 
point cf which the services are keenly 
aware is the fact that during the pe- 
riod from 1908, when Congress fixed 
the pay scales, to 1929, the cost of liv- 
ing steadily increased so that their 
pay was reduced to mex value. This 
slack will never be taken up. 
Statements to the effect that the 
prices of commodities have fallen near- 
ly 18 per cent from July, 1929, to Nov., 
1930, are probably quite correct, yet 
this does not take into consideration 
the fact that since 1908 these prices 
have increased to as high as 104 per 
cent of the 1908 prices and the recent 
drop, said by authorities to be tempo- 





rary, still leaves an appreciable in- 
crease of the present prices over those 
prevailing in 1908. 

Because of the frequent fluctuations 
in commodity prices over a period of 
years many believe that the wage scale 





of industries is a much better index. A 


Urge Action on New 
Joint Pay Committee 


i spite of general disappointment at 

the delaying of service pay relief, and 
opposition of members of Congress to 
the suggested creation of a permanent 
joint pay and promotion committee, 
backers of the service pay movement 
are urging acceptance of the Joint Pay 
Committee’s report in order that some 
machinery may be set up to consider 
the pressing needs of the services dur- 
ing the interim between March 4 and’ 
the convening of the Seventy-second ° 
Congress next Fall. 

Two recommendations were made by 
the Joint Committee in its report, 
First, they urge the appointment of a 
new joint committee composed of Sen- 
ators and Representatives elect of the 
Seventy-second Congress to consider 
“the distribution in grade and promo-, 
tion of commissioned personnel” and 
“continue with an investigation of the 
readjustment of pay and allowances of 
— cotaeniedenelt and enlisted person- 
nel.” 

Secondly, they recommend that the 
rules of the Senate and the House be 
amended to provide for a standing com- 
mittee in each body which would have 
exclusive jurisdiction of all legislation 
affecting the pay and promotion and 
‘kindred matters of the commissioned 
and enlisted personnel of the six 
services. 


While, due to the opposition of mem- 
bers of the legislative committees, the 
second recommendation of the joint 
committee is virtually impossible of 
adoption, at least at this session of 
Congress, those in touch with matters 
on Capitol Hill are hopeful that the 
first recommendation can be carried out 
and a new joint committee established, 
one composed perhaps of Congressmen

11 this committee can be created by 
this Congress, it can meet during the 
time between the close of the Seventy- 
first Congress and the opening of the 
Seventy-second Congress and have the 
entire matter threshed out and in con- 
crete form for action early next Winter. 

Senator Reed, chairman of the Joint 
Pay Committee, has been continually on 
the floor of the Senate this week with 
the War Department appropriation bill. 
He stated, however, that as soon as he 
has a breathing spell he will introduce 
a resolution carrying out his commit- 
tee’s recommendation and press for ac- 
tion by the Rules Committee. 

Representative French, vice chairman 
of the Pay Committee, told the Army 
and Navy Journal yesterday, that he 





is so immersed with his duties with 
the Navy Department appropriation 
bill that he cannot at the moment press 
for the adoption of the Committee’s 
report and the setting up of a new 
joint committee. 

“Just as soon as I am able,” Mr. 
French stated, “I am going to confer 
with the Chairman of the Rules Com- 
mittee, and with members of the leg- 
islative committee to see if we can 


| work out something which will be ac- 
| ceptable to all. 


I certainly hope that 
we can secure the appointment of a 
new committee before the close of .the 
session to carry on our work.” 

Mr. French said that he thought it 
inadvisable to attempt to carry out the 
second recommendation of the com- 
mittee—establishment of a permanent 
committee on pay and promotion—at 
this time. “That is something for the 
72nd Congress to consider,” he averred.

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Editors Hold United States Of Europe Not An Immediate Probability 





JNDICATIONS are, according to press comment, that the United States of 
Europe, as proposed by M. Aristide Briand of France, are a possibility, but 
not. an immediate probability. That Europe, still divided over the Versailles 
Treaty, must undergo many changes before such a union is possible, seems to be 
the general opinion of the editorialists. The latest development, which is a de- 
mand that Russia and Turkey be invited into the union, is held to furnish an- 
other obstacle to the successful culmination of the plan. Little discussion is held 
on the effect of such a union on the United States, but there is suggested the 
idea that there would be a powerful economic reaction which would not be favor- 
able to our trade in foreign markets. 


“Bet M. Briand, * * * issued a more formal memorandum in which he op- 

posed the complete removal of customs barriers within European terri- 
tory and set up the proposition that security, achieved by political combination, 
was a condition precedent to economic cooperation,” says the Christian Science 
Monitor (Independent). 

“He would have a European federal union, with a permanent European 
conference, made up of representatives of all European governments, with an 
alternating president. This conference would deal with political, economic and 
social problems not covered by the League of Nations. In brief, it would be a 
parallel to the Pan-American Union, except that it would have power and au- 
thority which the Union does not possess. * * * In the recorded history of the 
world, 5,000 years or more have been given over to the evolution of the com- 
plete individualism of nations. The era of the international socialization of na- 
tions is just beginning to dawn. Its fullest results will not be obtained in de- 
cades, and possibly scarcely within the existing century.” 


“"lHE UNITED STATES of America were not approached by M. Briand,” 

states the New York Times (Independent Democratic). “He would not 
dream, even in a grim moment, of proposing such a European ‘entanglement’ to 
this country. But Americans undoubtedly have a great and continuous interest 
in the European plan. Disguise it as the nations of Europe may attempt to do, 
it is plainly designed as a means of meeting certain arrogant policies and pre- 
tensions of the United States. It is a weapon not yet forged, but it soon may be, 
and may be used against us, unless this nation shapes its course more wisely 
than it has lately been doing.” 


“TF A MAN had cut off your left arm and your right leg, or both your legs, or 
both your legs and your arms, which is what the Allies did, geographically 
speaking, to Germany and Austria in the Treaty of Versailles, you would not 
be enthusiastic aboust such a man’s overtures of ‘brotherhood,’” exclaims the 
Washington, D. C., Herald. 

“The injustice following the World War in the vicious Versailles Treaty 
~ be rectified before there can be serious hope of a ‘United States of 

urope.’” 


“NATIONAL jealousies, aspirations and problems bulk too large in the Euro- 

pean mind to permit the consummation of a scheme in which the states 
would unite for the common good,” holds the Washington, D. C., Post (Inde- 
pendent). “The demand that Russia and Turkey, particularly the former, be in- 
vited to participate in the conference may, of itself, prove the breaking point. 
Without Russia there can be no union of Europe. With Russia in the union, 
dumping the products of forced labor into the markets of the other states which, 
as members, would be powerless to protect their own industries, there could be no 
workable union. Grandi’s demand that Russia and Turkey be invited, backed 
up as it was by Dr. Curtius, the German foreign minister, may have represented 
: shrewd move looking toward precipitating the disintegration of the con- 
erence.”

“IF THE PLAN of European union has any virtue, it must take not one but 

many years in the working out,” avers the New York Herald-Tribune (Inde- 

pendent Republican). “But whether it has virtue or not, M. Briand can at least 

te himself upon having fixed this suggestive possibility in the minds 

of the peoples, of having got it into the news and on the agenda papers, of having 

planted the seed where it will be watered by the necessities of the modern world, 
ultimately to bear whatever fruit it may have in it.” 


“EUROPE cannot be federated in a year and perhaps not in a decade,” accord- 
ing to the Chicago, Ill., Daily- News (Independent). “However, Europe’s 
willingness to entertain the idea of some form of federation is a marked gain. 
Its statesmen and its other leaders of thought will be charged with the task of 
defining the scope of feasible federation and suggesting steps to be taken grad- 
ually toward the desired goal. 


“Federation within the league is bound to be limited and cautious, but that 
constitutes no objection to the procedure decided upon. Whatever the beginning 
may be, a sound idea evolves according to its own logic and the needs of the in- 
terests affected. Ultimately, European federation, if it takes place, not only may 
outgrow the league, but may modify radically the nature of that organization.” 


“N° LESS than seven powerful European states which affect other forms of 
government, monarchy or republic, are actually under the single control of 
one man or one group,” says the Seattle, Wash., Daily Times (Independent). 
“Most of the European dictatorships, no doubt, represent the best that their 
nationals have been able to do for themselves so far. Except as to Italy and 
Russia, the people have been led to look upon the dictatorship as a temporary 


measure, presently to give way to a better and permanent form of government. ‘ 


But peoples under more stable government, monarchy or republic, look askance 
at dictatorships and dictators do not readily yield. Such obvious incompatibilities 
do not augur well for early union. M. Briand’s great good will project, * * * 
cannot be materially advanced until there has been reformation of government 
in many of the European states.” 


‘Ty. IS OBVIOUS that the would-be federationists are confronted at the out- 
set with a real problem,” declares the Washington, D. C., Star (Independent), 
“Signor Grandi declares bluntly that the exclusion of Turkey and Russia ‘will 
merely divide Europe into two camps.’ Mussolini’s young foreign minister does 
not as yet go the length of threatening that Italy herself might join the ostra- 
cized group, nor does Dr. Curtius intimate that Germany would follow in the 
same direction. Yet the implication and possibility are plainly there. They are 
supported by various diplomatic maneuvers which latterly have attracted atten- 
tion in Europe. 


“* * *Current events at the Geneva ‘United States of Europe’ conference 
are bound to suggest and emphasize the vivid line of demarcation between the 
revisionist and anti-revisionist groups. * * * With the continent a house 
almost hopelessly divided against itself on that issue, it is not easy from 
this transatlantic angle to figure out how M. Briand is ever going ot bring his 
Europe under one fraternal umbrella.” . 


“THAT can be taken to mean anything that one will,” claims the Cleveland, 
Ohio, Press (Independent). “To economic writers, it will suggest an im- 
pending battle between united Europe and the United States for the world’s busi- 
ness. Such a picture has been drawn for us continuously for the last 10 years. 
But the point of realization is still a long way off, even under the guidance of 
Aristide Briand, to whom ecenomic union means a new brand of security.”

Goff, Rhode Island State backfield sitar, have been vigorously denied by Mr. 
Wrightson, Maj. Fleming and Maj. Sasse. 

The Bulletin published a story disclosing alleged correspondence, purport- 
ing to have been written for the purpose of securing Goff an appointment to the 
Academy, because of his football ability. W.T. Wrightson, New York business 
man, and member of the Army Athletic Association, whose name has figured con- 
spicuously in the alleged disclosures, denies that he had any other purpose in mind 
than aiding an ambitious youth to enter the Academy. He denied any knowledge 
of Goff’s football ability. 

The publication of a letter from Cadet Paul Carroll to Goff, indicating that 
Maj. Ralph Sasse, Army football coach, had taken an interest in the matter to the 
degree of suggesting what he could do to further his chances for an appointment, 
was answered by Maj. Philip B. Fleming, graduate manager of athletics, as an 
exhibition of boyish enthusiasm on the part of Cadet Carroll, who was eager to 
help his former classmate enter the Academy. Maj. Sasse supplemented this by 
saying that he only made the suggestions to Carroll that he would make to any 
boy approaching him for such information, and that it would be ridiculous for him 
to attempt to recruit football players. 





REJECT PROPOSAL TO ELIMINATE HALF SIZES OF SHOES 
A RECENT proposal to eliminate half sizes of shoes from stock for issue to 
soldiers, has been rejected by the Quartermaster General with the Chief of 
Infantry and the Surgeon General concurring. 

The recommendation was that elimination of half sizes would simplify sup- 
ply in all echelons and would reduce time and cost of manufacture. It is held 
that some small economy might result at posts, camps and stations, but the same 
number of shoes must be issued whether there are 50 sizes or a 100.

Substitute Amendment 

The substitute amendment accepted 
by the Senate read as follows: 

““That in the expenditure of appro- 
priations in this act the Secretary of 
War shall, when in his discretion the 
interest of the Government will permit, 
purchase for use, or contract for the 
use, within the continental limits of the 
United States only articles of the 
growth, production, or manufacture of 
the United States, notwithstanding any 
existing laws to the contrary.” 

On motion of Senator Tydings, of 
Maryland, the Senate increased the ap- 
propriations for the Chemical Warfare 
Service by $420,000 to be available for 
gas masks. 

On motion of Senator Moses, of New 
Hampshire, the Senate amended the 
bill so as to forbid officers or enlisted 
men from being employed by branch, 
organization or association. publica- 
tions which carry paid advertising from 
firms doing business with the govern- 
ment. The discussion on this amend- 
ment, which occurred in the Senate 
Jan. 27, follows:

No appropriation for the pay

ciation of which officers or enlisted 
men have membership and which 
carries paid advertising of firms 
doing business with the Govern- 
ment: Provided, however, That 
nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to prohibit officers from 
writing or disseminating articles 
in accordance with regulations is- 
sued by the Secretary of War. 

Mr. Moses. Mr. President, I hope 
the Senator in charge of the bill may 
see fit to accept the amendment, be- 
cause it deals with a vexed subject 
with which the Joint Committee on 
Printing has dealt for a great many 
years and has been unable to prevent 
the use of subterfuges to bring about 
violations of the plain intent not only 
of the printing act of 1895 but also of 
the legislation of 1919 which forbids 
the publication of periodicals of vari- 
ous natures by the governmental de- 
partments. . 

In 1919, following the legislation 
which was then enacted, the Joint Com- 
mittee on Printing abolished all the de- 
partmental journals but gave each one 
an opportunity to take its case before 
the committee in order to be reinstated. 
The result was that out of something 
like 80 publications less than 30 were 
permitted to continue. Following that, 
various subterfuges were resorted to in 
order to continue the publication of 
some of the journals. I have in my 
hand sample pages from seven such 
publications. Some of them bear the 
line “Printed without expense to the 
Government.” Some do not bear this 
line, and others evade the plain intent 
of the legislation of 1919 by seeking 
publication through associations. 

Some of the publications are nomin- 
ally published by associations, but we 
find upon investigation that 51 per 
cent of the stock of the association is 
owned by a printing company which 
secures the work of printing the pub- 
lications and which employs agents to 
solicit advertising, putting the publi- 
cations in competition with every 
other magazine in the country, and, 
more than that, seeking their adver- 
tising chiefly from concerns which do 
business with the Government. For 
Instance, one of the periodicals makes 
no concealment of the fact because in 
an editorial it calls the attention of big 
business to the fact that this particular 
branch of the Government is making 
Purchases on an extensive scale and 
therefore it is wholly advisable for big 
business to take that into consideration. 

Another burden placed on the Gov- 
ernment by reason of the publications 
is that they all secure the preferential 
tate of postage; that is to say, they

1908 to the present time shows a steady 
rise year by year even up to and in- 
cluding the past year.

Mr. French. Mr. Speaker, I ask 
unanimous consent to proceed out of 
order for about three minutes to make 
a statement touching the report of the 
joint pay committee. 

The Speaker. Is there objection to 
the request of the gentleman from 
Idaho?

(Mr. French asked and was given 
permission to revise and extend his 
remarks in the Record.) 

Mr. French. Mr. Speaker, I have 
asked for a few moments of time with- 
in which to explain to the House the 
report that the joint pay committee 
of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives today is making to the Congress. 
As members will recall, this commit- 
tee was named as a result of an act 
of Congress passed about one year ago, 
which in brief provided that a joint 
committee be appointed of five mem- 
bers of the Senate and five members 
of the House for the purpose of mak- 
ing an investigation and reporting 
recommendations by bill or otherwise 
to the respective Houses of Congress 
relative to the readjustment of pay 
and allowances of the commissioned 
and enlisted personnel of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 








whereas magazines with which they 
come in direct and positive competition 
have to pay the zone rate upon their 
advertising contents. It is the old 
question which has been thrashed out 
in the Senate several times when post- 
al rates have been under consideration. 
I understand that some Senators may 
feel that the language of the amend- 
ment as I have presented it is some- 
what drastic. I feel that it is a pe- 
culiar situation which requires a dras- 
tic remedy. However, in view of ev 
erything, I hope that the Senator in 
charge of the bill may accept the 
amendment and let it go to conference. 
Then it may be that any particularly 
drastic feature of the amendment can 
be remedied in conference. 
Mr. Reed. Mr. President, there are 
certain conditions which undoubtedly 
ought to be corrected. It seems to me 
it is manifestly improper for an offi- 
cer of the Corps of Engineers to solicit 
advertisements from people with whom 
he is transacting business in the let- 
ting of contracts. It is obviously im- 
proper for an officer of the Quarter- 
master’s Department, for instance, to 
solicit advertisements from people who 
are bidding on Army supplies or are 
supplying articles to the Army. That 
is one side of the situation. 
On the other side the technical ad- 
vantages, both to the writers and the 
readers of the articles in such maga- 
zine as the Field Artillery Journal, are 
very obvious and do not need to be ex- 
panded upon. It is very much to the 
good of the Army that professional 
information right up to date should be 
given by the current publication of the 
magazines. 
I am hopeful, now that the matter 
has been brought to the attention of the 
Senate, that a regulation can be adopt- 
ed by the Secretary of War which will 
have the effect of cutting out the abuses 
in this connection and of not depriving 
the Army at the same time of the ad- 
vantage of the technical information 
which is supplied by the magazines. 
I feel that I must, however, make 
the point of order against the amend- 
ment on the ground that it proposes 
general legislation and therefore is in 
violation of paragraph 3 of Rule XVI. 
Mr. Moses. Mr. President, I take 
the point of view that this is a limita- 
tion upon an appropriation and there- 
fore is in order. 
The Presiding Officer. The present 
occupant of the chair thinks the con- 
struction of the Senator from Pennsyl- 
vania is rather narrow and therefore 
rules against the point of order.

Coast and Geodetic Survey, and Pub- 
lic Health Service. 

After extensive study your commit- 
tee has decided to make a recommenda- 
tion to the Congress directed to fur- 
ther study and examination of the 
problem and does not at this time feel 
justified in reporting a bill that would 
affect the subject. 

Members of the Congress. should 
bear in mind that the items under the 
several pay bills make an aggregate 
total today in excess of $351,000,000 
annually. Prior to the appointment 
of the joint pay committee an interde- 
partmental board made up of repre- 
sentatives of the several departments 
made an informal study of the subject 
and prepared a report recommending 
modifications in pay schedules that if 
accepted by the Congress would add 
between $80,000,000 and $90,000,000 
annually to the officer and enlisted 
pay budgets for the several services. 
The aggregate pay for these several 
services, were the Congress to accept 
the recommendations, would run not 
less than from $430,000,000 to $440,- 
000,000 annually. I mention these 
figures that the House may understand 
the magnitude of the problem. It 
must be borne in mind also that these 
figures do not have relation to ex- 
penditures for a single year, but they 
will become the annual expenditures 
for the several services until at some 
future date they may be modified by 
law. 

After your committee had _ consid- 
ered the problem for several months, it 
was clearly apparent to the commit- 
tee that one of the major factors, if 
not the basic factor, was the question 
of promotion in the several services. 
Your committee found that there were 
wide and striking variations; that rank 
in one service that was supposed to be 
equivalent to rank in another service 
did not mean equal pay and allowances, 
because higher rank was attained 
years earlier in the lives of officers in 
one service than it was attained in an- 
other service. Your committee report- 
ed this situation to the Senate and the 
House nine months ago and suggested 
at that time that promotion legislation 
should go hand in hand with pay legis- 
lation and should precede it. Members 
of legislative committees were not in 
harmony upon this program, and so 
the joint pay committee pursued its 
studies further with the result that it 
is thoroughly convinced that until the 
promotion question may be settled the 
Congress will not be in position to en- 
act adequate pay legislation. Promo- 
tion legislation should be determined 
in advance or in connection with leg- 
islation pertaining to pay. 

Your committee, as a result of its 
studies, presents two recommendations 
which it earnestly trusts will commend 
themselves to the favorable considera- 
tion of the Congress. These recom- 
mendations are as follows: 

1. That a joint committee, to be 
composed of Senators and Representa- 
tives-elect to the Seventy-second Con- 
gress, be appointed to make an in- 
vestigation and report as soon as prac- 
ticable recommendations by bill or 
otherwise to their respective 
Houses relative to distribution in 
grade and promotion of commissioned 
personnel of the services encompassed 
by Public Resolution No. 36 (Tl1st 
Cong.), and to continue with an in- 
vestigation of the readjustment of the 
pay and allowances of the commis- 
sioned and enlisted personnel of the 
same several services and report rec- 
ommendations by bill or otherwise to 
their respective Houses in consequence 
thereof at as early a date as may be 
practicable. 

2. That the rules of the Senate and 
House of Representatives be amended 
to provide for a standing committee 
in each body which shall have exclusive 
jurisdiction of all legislation affecting 
the pay and allowances and the pro- 
motion and kindred matters of ll 
commissioned and enlisted personnel of 
the several services encompassed by 
Public Resolution No. 36 (7ist Cong.). 
(Membership on this committee to be 
of ex officio character without disturb- 
ing the rights of members to serve or 
continue to serve on other committess.) 
Probably I should say that the re- 
port of the committee in identical 
form is being presented in the Senate 
as well as in the House and it is my 
understanding that to avoid duplica- 
tion in printing the report will be 
printed for the use of both bodies as 
a Senate document. 

There is another factor that your 
committee could net aveid examining 
with greatest care. The last pay bill 
was enacted in 1922. This measure

Army Mutual Reduces Rates 


THE Army Mutual Aid Association 

has reduced its rates approximate- 
ly 10 per cent for all members of over 
three years’ standing, effective as of 
Jan. 1, 1931. Members of less than 
three years’ standing as such will have 
their premiums reduced when that pe- 
riod has run and they have a credit of 
one month’s premium paid in advance 
in each case. 

Because of the large number of al- 
lotments to be changed and so that the 
work of cutting new plates and mak- 
ing other changes may be accomplished 
in the Office of the Finance Officer, 
Washington, D. C., in the most orderly 
and satisfactory way for all concerned, 
the Army Mutual office has arranged to 
send out each month to the members 
affected approximately 1,000 new allot- 
ments prepared and ready for signa- 
ture. 

Meanwhile, the individual accounts 
of all members of the Army Mutual Aid 
Association are being credited with all 
premiums paid. All accounts are being 
accurately and carefully checked. In a 
few cases where more than one month’s 
premium has been paid in advance, re- 
funds are being made. Members are 
requested not to burden the office with 
individual inquiries as such tend to 
slow up the process of general adjust- 
ment, 








I have already indicated the magnitude 
of the figures that represent pay 
schedules—more than $351,000,000 un- 
der the present law, with the different 
services urging increases that would 
bring the total annual expenditure to 
upwards of $432,000,000 and possibly 
$10,000,000 or more in excess of that 
amount. The urge for new legislation, 
your committee found, was _ based 
largely upon prices of commodities and 
living expenses generally one year ago 
when viewed in contrast’ with prices 
and living expenses 25 years earlier. 
Assuming that this must be a large 
factor in any pay legislation let us 
consider the trend: 
- The price index prepared by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics shows that 
the price of commodities by wholesale 
in November, 1930, may be represented 
by 80.4 as against 98 in July, 1929. 
Here is a falling off of nearly 18 per 
cent. The prices of commodities are 
lower today than in any period since 
in March, 1916, or prior to the en- 
trance of the United States into the 
World War. Between July, 1929, and 
November, 1930, raw materials have 
declined 22.5 per cent in price and fin- 
ished products, 14.4 per cent. 
The Alexander Hamilton Institute 
in its Business Conditions Weekly for 
Dec. 27, 1930, says: 


The year ends with * * * com- 
modity prices at the lowest level in 
many years. 


Your committee has tried to be fair 
in this matter, fair not only to the of- 
ficers and men of the several services 
but fair to the public. 

Reduction in commodity prices has 
modified the situation of one year ago 
enormously. 

I believe I know what members of 
this House think for I have talked with 
many of them. Were the question of 
pay of officers of the Army or Navy 
or other services above the ranks of 
second lieutenant and ensign offered 
to this body today, having in 
mind all the factors, cost of education 
generally borne by the Government, 
base pay and allowances, retirement 
pay, and all the opportunities for medi- 
cal attention and privilege to purchase 
at commissaries, I am quite certain it 
would be doubtful if the membership 
would not vote to reduce rather than 
increase pay. 

But here again an injustice might be 
done to officers. Conditions are ab- 
normal. If living conditions were to 
drop to a point measurably below what 
they are today and to retain that con- 
stant level, reduction in pay rather 
than increase might be inevitable. 

All in all it is the sound judgment of 
the committee that the matter should 
receive the further consideration of the 
Congress in line with the recommenda- 
tions set forth in the committee’s re- 
port. I thank you.

Protest Instructor Cut 


HE Council of National Defense of 

the Detroit Board of Commerce 
has adopted a resolution protesting 
against the cut in the War Depart- 
ment Appropriation Bill, which would 
eliminate retired officers from duty as 
military instructors in various schools. 
The sum, however, has since been re- 
inserted in the bill by the Senate com- 
mittee and may now go to conference, 
The resolution presented by Maj. Deyo 
follows: 

“Whereas, the Council of National 
Defense of the Detroit Board of Com- 
merce, is extremely interested in the 
continuation of the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps and in the proper con- 
duct and efficient training of the mem- 
bers thereof, and Whereas, last year 
$168,650.00 was appropriated by the 
Congress for the pay of retired Army 
officers on active duty, which appro- 
priation maintained 140 of said offi- 
cers, all of whom were on duty with 
schools, and trained 40,753 students at 
an expense in officers’ pay of 27% 
cents per student per month, and 
Whereas, many of said retired officers 
are disabled, numerous of them from 
wounds in action, and such duty gives 
them opportunity of supporting them- 
selves, and Whereas, it appears that 
the appropriation Sub-Committee for 
the Army of the House of Representa- 
tives has so drastically reduced ap- 
propriations that most of said officers 
will be relieved from active duty on 
the thirtieth day of June, Now There- 
fore, be it resolved by the Council of 
National Defense of the Detroit Board 
of Commerce, that it is the opinion of 
said Council that the sum of $168,- 
650.00 for the purpose of pay for re- 
tired Army officers on duty as afore- 
said, again be included in the Army 
Appropriation Bill and that no reduc- 
tion in said amount be made, and be 
it further resolved that the secretary 
of said Council forthwith transmit to 
the Sceretary of War, the members of 
the committees having in charge said 
appropriation bill, and -the Senators 
and Representatives of the State of 
Michigan, copies of this Resolution.”

DURING the past few years consid- 

erable effort was directed to the 
development of welded construction to 
replace riveted construction with a 
view to weight and cost reduction both 
in commercial and ordnance design of 
various items. There has been a con- 
stant attempt to reduce weight in con- 
struction without jeopardizing strength 
and safety. Considerable thought and 
ingenuity has been expended to a point 
where welding construction is consid- 
ered to have a permanent place in pro- 
duction, and welding activities have be- 
come a considerable part of the manu- 
facturing activity of Rock Island 
Arsenal- 

When it became apparent that welded 
construction was to play an important 
part in manufacture, a thorough study 
of the fundamen‘als involved proved 
that trained personnel and proper 
equipment and working conditions 
must be provided, so that production 
costs could be kept down and quality 
and uniformity of workmanship main- 
tained. Personnel of the Arsenal made, 
and are making, tours of duty at com- 
mercial plants to study processes and 
equipment with the result that the 
most modern methods and equipment 
are now in use at the Arsenal. 

The equipment includes electric arc- 
welding and atomic hydrogen welding 
apparatus, and automatic shape-cutting 
machine, and other correlative appara- 
tus. The automatic arc welding ma- 
chine is capable of welding straight 
line seams up to 16 feet in length, and 
is adapted for maintaining special fix- 
tures for practically any type of work 
which can be welded on an automatic 
welder. The equipment includes va- 
rious portable units for work where 
jobs are too heavy to be readily moved. 

Where arc welding is unsuitable, an 
atomic hydrogen welding unit is avail- 
able. The automatic shape-cutting ma- 
chine permits use of a permanent tem- 
plate for continuous reproduction of 
the same shape. Inexpensive templates 
of wood or cardboard may be used 
where economy dictates. This machine 
is equipped with a circular cutting at- 
tachment capable of cutting circles up 
to 40 inches in diameter. 

_—— 

In connection with the development 
of prime movers of higher speeds than 
are now available, the Chief of Field 
Artillery requested that the devleop- 
ment of tracklaying and convertible 
type prime movers for division and ac- 
companying artillery be undertaken. 
The outline specifications furnished in- 
dicate vehicles capable of speeds of 20 
miles per hour on tracks and 30 miles 
per hour on wheels, overall dimensions 
to be not greater than 12 feet long, 6 
feet wide, 4 feet high; towing capacity 
3 tons on a single axle. Since a vehicle 
embodying the convertible principle is 
being developed for the Cavalry, the 
paper was forwarded to the War De- 
partment with the recommendation 
that any development work undertaken 
in the immediate future be confined to 
the full tracklaying type.

By a 
Gecision of the Comptroller General this 
can not be done under existing law.

URGE NEW COMMISSIONED RANK OF BANDMASTER 
T° create the new commissioned rank of bandmaster in the United States 

Army, in lieu of the present warrant officer band leaders, is the purpose of 
S. 1011, a bill to amend the National Defense Act. This bill was passed by the 
Senate, April 17, 1930. The house Committee on Military Affairs voted to report 
the bill to the House, Jan. 28. 

The bill would provide for a chief bandmaster, to be selected from experienced 
bandmasters of the Army by the Secretary of War. He would have the assimi- 
lated pay, allowances and rank of a major while so serving. Bandmasters com- 
missioned under the act would be entitled to the same pay, allowances and retire- 
ment benefits as are applicable to commissioned officers of the various grades to 
which they would be assimilated. These grades would be, with less than three 
years of service to rank of second lieutenant; three to ten years, to rank with first 
lieutenants and over ten years, to rank with captains. All previous active band 
leader service would be credited toward computing the rank the present band 
leaders would receive. 

There would be one bandmaster for each authorized band in the Army. Ap- 
pointments would be made from physically fit bandmasters now in the service; 
and from enlisted men who have had at least 10 years’ service in Army bands, 
subject’to such examination as the President may prescribe, with preference to 
qualified graduates of the Army Music School. The limitations upon the number 
of. commissioned officers of the Army would have to be altered to allow for the 
provisions of this act. 





SENATOR PARTRIDGE FAMILIAR WITH MILITARY AFFAIRS 
GENATOR FRANK C. PARTRIDGE, recently appointed a member of the Sen- 

ate Committee on Military Affairs, serving as senator from Vermont upon 
appointment of Gov. John E. Weeks and who is a candidate for the Republican 
nomination at the special primary called for March 3, is no stranger to the Army 
and the War Department. 

When Col. Redfield Proctor (late U. S. senator from Vermont), was given the 
war portfolio in the cabinet of President Harrison in 1889, he brought Mr. Par- 
tridge to Washington and made him his private secretary. 

One of the first problems to interest Secretary Proctor was the welfare of the 
enlisted men and, during his two and a half years’ service before his appointment as 
United States senator, he succeeded in materially reducing the proportion of de- 
sertions from the Army. His theory was to make the Service wrth seeking so 
that enough good men would enlist and be glad to stay in it. He submitted sev- 
eral recommendations to Congress, favored by Army officers, which were aimed at 
removing causes of desertion and these were embodied in the Act of June 16, 
1890, and resulted in marked improvement in conditions. 

On his trips to posts in all parts of the country, in connection with this work 
and in getting information to inaugurate his campaign for a modern system of 
coast defense, he was accompanied by Mr. Partridge. In that way, the latter be- 
came familiar with Army matters in which he has continued to be interested. 
With this experience and background, he is in good position to take up the work 
in the Military Affairs Committee where his predecessor, the late Senator Frank 
k.. Greene, served so brilliantly, first as a member of the House, and, later, after 
his election to the Senate. 

The services of Senators Proctor and Greene have contributed richly to the 
welfare of the government’s military and it now remains for Senator Partridge, 
coming to Washington with experience and as a friend of the Army, to uphold 
the prestige of his State in the legislative field of military affairs. 





PRESIDENT APPOINTS BENEDICT CROWELL BRIGADIER GENERAL 
HE Senate Committee on Military Affairs agreed on Jan. 30, to report favor- 
ably to the Senate the nomination of Mr. Benedict Crowell, former Assistant 
Secretary of War, as brigadier general in the Army Reserve Corps. 

The President, in his announcement of the nomination, referred to the “grave 
injustice” done Mr. Crowell. The explanation given out at the White House was 
that Mr. Crowell was indicted in the so-called war fraud cases. The case, how- 
ever, was never brought to trial. 

The announcement of the nomination, sent to the Senate for confirmation, fol- 
lows in its furl text: 

“I have today forwarded to the Senate the nomination of Mr. Benedict 
Crowell of Cleveland, as brigadier general in the Reserve Corps of the Army. 

“Mr. Crowell has long been a member of the Reserve Corps and gave most dis- 
tinguished service to the country in important capacities during the war. This 
promotion in itself is not so material as the opportunity it affords to indicate the 
feeling of his many associates and friends in the War Department and my own 
feeling over what we have always considered was an inadvertent but yet a grave 
injustice.” 

Mr. Crowell, now associated with the Crowell and Litile Construction Com- 
pany of Cleveland, Ohio, has always been an ardent supporter of national de- 
fense. He was associated in the General Munitions Board in Washington, D. C. 
in work of steel production, in 1917. In August of the same year he was commis- 
sioned major in the Engineer Reserve Corps and placed in charge of the Washing- 
ton Office of the Panama Canal. He resigned in Nov. 1917, upon appointment as 
Assistant Secretary of War; in charge of Engineering and Munitions Bureau of 
War Preparations. In 1918, he was appoin‘ed Director of Munitions. Mr. Crow- 
ell resigned his pos: as Assistant Secretary of War in 1920. He is now president 
of the Army Ordnance Association and also president of the National Rifle 
Association. 





CHRISTIE TANK RETURNS TO FACTORY 
PROGRESS of the acceptance tests of the Christie high speed tank is described 
in the following statement from the Ordnance Department:: 

“The Christie tank which was recently completed for the War Department, 
and accounts of which have been appearing in the press recently, was delivered 
to Aberdeen Proving Ground, Jan. 19, 1931, to undergo the performance test by 
the Ordnance Department as required by the contract. 

“On the first day, this tank, which weighs ten tons, ran for one hour on its 
wheels on a concrete highway at an average speed of 40 miles per hour, as re- 
quired. This was followed by a test of the tank operating on its caterpillar 
tracks on a cross country test course for 12% miles, maintaining an average 
speed of over 25 miles per hour. That evening was spent in servicing and mak- 
ing adjustments to the machine. 

“On the morning of the 22nd, an endurance run of 140 miles on the cross- 
country test course, at an average speed of 20 miles per hour with the tank 
operating on its caterpillar tracks, was started. At the end of 29.4 miles a break- 
down occurred which prevented further operation and required the tank to be 
put in the shop and to be worked on the rest of that day and evening replacing 
the broken part and making other repairs. 

“Next morning the cross-country run was again attempted and at the end 
of 53.5 miles, at an average speed of 20.7 miles, a similar breakdown occurred. 
At this time Mr. Christie requested authority to return the tank to his factory 
in Rahway, N. J., for repairs and alterations. This was recommended by the 
Board and authorized by the Chief of Ordnance, in order that trial of the design 
and construction of this vehicle in which the service is so much interested might 
be conclusive.”

GUGGENHEIM CUP FOR NG MODERN PENTATHLON TEAM CANDIDATE 
T. COL, ROBERT GUGGENHEIM, Inf.-Res., New York National Guard, on 
on duty with the War Department General Staff, has offered a-cup to the na- 
tonal guardsman making the highest score at the national tryout in Dec. 1931, 
for the United States modern pentathlon team to compete in the 10th Olympiad 
at Los Angeles, Calif., in 1932, regardless of whether or not he makes the team. 
The modern pentathlon consists of pistol or revolver shooting, swimming, 
fencing, cross-country running, and cross-country riding. It is essentially a mili- 
tary event and while in the past members of the United States team have gen- 
erally been from the Regular Army, is is not intended to limit the 1932 team to 
any one source. 

This is the first time since the revival of the Olympic Games some 35 years 
ago there will be participation by members of the National Guard as such. The 
Militia Bureau has issued a circular letter calling for a candidate from the Na- 
tional Guard of each Corps Area to compete in the national tryout. The details 
will be handled by the Corps Area commanders. Even though the National Guard 
does not succeed in placing a member on the 1932 team it is hoped the effort this 
year will stimulate interest and in the future the National Guard will prove a 
fertile field for pentathlon candidates. 





“MANAGEMENT” ADDED TO ORDNANCE COURSE 

THE course at the Ordnance School, Watertown Arsenal, has recently been 

modified. The course in organic chemistry has been somewhat reduced and 
the time thus gained replaced by chemical engineering. Experience at Picatinny 
Arsenal has indicated this change to be very desirable. In addition the course in 
machine design has been increased somewhat and the course in ballistics, which 
has not been given for several years, has been reinstated. In the latter ‘part of 
the course at the Ordnance School there has heretofore been instruction in arse- 
nal administration. This instruction is being modified this year under the name 
of management, to include not only the management of inert things, such as ma- 
chines, but a very comprehensive course in how to deal with the human element. 
There will be lectures in pure and applied psychology to bring out the points 
that should be brought to the attention of all who are required to direct the ac- 
tivities of subordinates. The need of such a course has been felt for a long time, 
as it is believed that all officers, particularly officers of the Ordnance Department, 
should be well equipped with the handling of the human element. It is realized 
that this is not an exact science, but there is no question but what many points 
can be brought out which will help the officer in his personal problems. 





ARMY AIR CORPS SURVEYS INTER-AMERICAN HIGHWAY ROUTE 
"THE Army Air Corps in the Panama Canal Department has been cooperating 
with the Technical Committee on the Inter-American Highway Reconnais- 
sance Surveys, and has completed the necessary photographic flights pertaining 
to the survey for that part of the proposed Inter-American Highway in Panama. 
Last Fall, on request of the Government of Costa Rica, the proposed route 
through that country was photographed by the Army Air Corps.

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Navy Promotion Hump 

EMBERS of the Naval Academy 

class of 1911 are faced with a 
situation, which if no remedial legisla- 
tion is enacted during this Congress, 
will result in the promotion of only 
about one-third of the class, while the 
remainder must pass from the active 


list of the Navy. 

The classes of 1912 and 1913, also in 
the “hump,” although having one and 
two years more of grace, are in the 
same position. To understand prevail- 
ing conditions it is necessary to go 
back a bit. Beginning with the class 
of 1907, the Naval Academy classes 
became about twice as large in num- 
ber of officers as the classes previous 
to that year. In other words, whereas 
the classes prior to 1907 had in round 
numbers about 100 members, begin- 
ning with the Class of 1907, the size 
of the classes was increased to ap- 
proximately 200 members at gradua- 
tion. Under the present law there 
have been enough vacancies in the up- 
per grades to readily take care of 
tlasses of the size of those prior to 
1907, and so up to the present time, 
there has been no congestion. 

However, because of this change in 
size of classes beginning with the 
Class of 1907 it was foreseen five years 
ago that under the present law there 
was going to be congestion about the 
time that. the Class of 1911 came up 
for promotion to the grade of Com- 
mander, and the Bureau of Navigation 
made exhaustive studies of this mat- 
ter with the result that the so-called 
“Britten Bill” was formulated and pre- 
sented to Congress about three or four 
years ago. Under this bill, there is 
progressive and material weeding out 
in all grades in order to create a more 
or less standard flow of promotion. 

In the past there have been sufficient 
vacancies to allow promotion of the 
great majority of officers, and they 
have all come up for promotion well in 
advance of the time that they are re- 
quired by law to be retired if not pro- 
moted. Now, however, when the up- 
per grades are congested on account 
of the increased size of the classes be- 
ginning with 1907 the old law no long- 
er works. Should there be no change 
in law, there can be in the classes of 
1911, 1912, and 1913 probably less than 
50 per cent promotion, due solely to 
the fact that in the next three years 
there will be insufficient vacancies to 
allow more than this number of promo- 
tions. In other words, though these 
officers are as good, unquestionably, as 
officers who preceded them, more than 
50 per cent of them are going to be 
retired in the prime of their service 
to the Navy. 

Looking at it from another stand- 
point, it means that this group of of- 
ficers must be passed over because of 
a condition which they could not have 
contemplated at any time during the 
early stages of their Naval careers. 
In other words, as far back as fifteen 
years ago, when selection was first in- 
troduced and when the officers in the 
classes of 1911, 1912 and 1913 were 
very young in the service, they con- 
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Capt. Cook to Aeronautics 
APT. ARTHUR B. COOK, USN, 
has been ordered to duty as As- 
sistant Chief of the Bureau of Aero-

Capt. Cook was born in Evansville, 
Ind., Dec. 11, 1881, and was appointed 
to the Naval Academy from Indiana in 
1901.

Area, headquarters, Chicago, Ill. In 
1927, he was on duty in the Hydro- 
graphic Office for several months and 
then was ordered to command the 
naval survey ship Niagara. In Feb- 
ruary, 1928, he went to the Naval Air 
Station, Pensacola, Fla., for instruc- 
tion in aviation and qualified as naval 
aviator. In September, 1928, he com- 
manded the aircraft carrier Langley, 
and in June, 1930, was appointed on 
the staff, Commander, Aircraft Squad- 
rons, Battle Fleet. 








tinued in the service with the realiza- 
tion that they might reasonably expect 
an opportunity of promotion to the 
higher grades as long as they remained 
fit, though, to be sure, quite obviously 
there would be certain separations of 
those who gid not measure up to the 
very high standard required; but those 
who did maintain this high standard 
had a very natural and reasonable as- 
surance that their Naval career would 
not at any time unexpectedly be termi- 
nated in the very prime of their life. 

Should there be no alleviation of the 
present condition, more than 50 per 
cent of those officers are going to be 
forced on the retired list and lost to 
the Navy when their records indicate 
that they are a very valuable asset to 
the service. 

Realizing this situation was coming 
the Navy Department took steps to 
rectify it by a modification of the meth- 
od of promotion, a modification that 
had in it a gradual elimination of the 
poorest, from the beginning to the end. 
of the officers’ normal service in the 
Navy, thus giving every individual 
equal opportunities with every other 
one, and at the same time retaining in 
the Navy officers having only the best 
qualifications. 

If the classes of 1911, 1912 and 1913 
could just mark time for a period of 
three years, we would find that belated 
elimination would automatically begin 
in the large classes now in the upper 
grades to a degree that would allow 
a normal flow of promotion to these 
lower classes- The so-called big classes 
would get to the point where a very 
definite weeding out of them would oc- 
cur on account of the law of “age in 
grade vs. vacancies.” Quite obviously, 
the marking time of these three classes 
is out of the question. These three 
classes are in the position of being 
wholly victims of circumstances be- 
cause of the failure of legislation in 
the past three or four years—legisla- 
tion that is bound to come sooner or 
later. If the Britten Bill should be 
passed at this time and modified to 
conform to the recommendations of the 
Inter-Departmental Board’s report, this 
legislation would result in the follow- 
ing: A moderate proportion of pro- 
motions to the Classes of 1911, 1912, 
and 1913, and thereafter a regular flow 
of promotion in all grades and to all 
classes. This legislation will not only 
take care of the present drastic situa- 
tion, but also will provide for normal 
flow for the next twenty years. In 
other words, this is not piecemeal legis- 
lation, but legislation conceived to a 
permanent end; and should the Inter- 
Departmental Board’s finding subse- 
quently be enacted into law there would 
be practically no change to promotion 
in the Navy over that which the Brit- 
ten Bill provides. Unless this Britten 
Bill is passed, or some other equal

Radio Course for WO 


THE Bureau of Navigation plans to

Commanding officers are 
requested to include in their forward- 
ing indorsements an estimate of the 
candidates’ qualifications in this sub- 
ject. 











legislation, the same situation that now 
exists will again appear when the 
classes subsequent to 1920 get to the 
grade of Lieutenant Commander. That 
class and subsequent classes are great- 
ly increased in size over prior classes 
and their promotion is going to. be 
blocked in the same way as the classes 
of 1911, 1912 and 1913 are blocked; and 
again there will be a large separation 
forced upon the Navy in which the 
Navy will lose the services of a great 
number of competent officers. 

If the Britten Bill is not passed at 
this sesSfon of Congress there will be 
50 or 60 officers in the Class of 1911 
who have perfectly splendid records 
and reputations, are capable and com- 
petent, are at a time of their careers 
when they are probably of more value 
to the Navy than at any other time, 
who will be retired next year before 
anything can be done about it; in other 
words, lost to the service of the Navy. 
In addition, to go to the personal side 
of it, here is the Class of 1911 where 
about eighty members got their last 
and only chance at the next Selection 
Board, and of this eighty only about 
twenty-five can be selected. On the 
other hand, all previous classes at this 
grade have had the opportunity of 80 
or 85 per cent promotions. The Class 
of 1911, and the two following classes 
also, are faced with the prospect of 
having only 30 or 35 per cent pro- 


i moted. The opportunity for promotion 


of these three classes is, solely because 
of the inadequacy of the present law, 
only about one-third that of any group 
before them. And the worst of it is 
that it is not the fault of the Navy 
that this situation exists, because they 
foresaw and attempted to adjust it by 
legislation to take care not only of 
this present situation but all future 
situations. Though the Britten Bill has 
been passed in previous sessions of 
Congress by both the House and the 
Senate, the passage was unfortunately 
in different Congresses, and so it is 
still hanging in the balance—though it 
is inevitable that this or similar legis- 
lation must be passed eventually. As 
it now stands, the Senate of this Con- 
gress has already passed the bill, but 
it has twice failed of consideration in 
the House by a point of order only. 








Adm. Butler to Navy Yard 

R48 ADM. HENRY V. BUTLER, 

USN, a member of the Navy Gen- 
eral Board, will relieve Capt. C. C, 
Bloch, USN, as Commandant of the 
Navy Yard, Washington, D. C., in 
April, upon the detachment of the lat- 
ter to his new duty afloat as Com- 
mander Training Squadron, Scouting 
Fleet. The present Commander Train- 
ing Squadron, Rear Adm. H. H, 
Christy, USN, is to be detailed to spe- 
cial duty at the Naval War College, 
Newport, R. I. 

Adm. Butler was born in Paterson, 
N. J., March 9, 1874, and was appoint- 
ed to the Naval Academy from New 
York. Graduating from the Naval 
Academy in 1895, he served aboard 
the USS Olympia, the cruiser flagship 
of Adm. Dewey during the Spanish- 
American War, and continued on board 
the historic ship until 1899. During 
the Philippine Insurrection, he com- 
manded the USS Mindoro, small river 
gunboat. 

In 1916, Adm. Butler was ordered to 
command the USS San Francisco, 
minelayer, and flagship of the Com- 
mander Mine Force, Atlantic Fleet, 
For his duty as commanding officer, he 
was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal. In October, 1917, he was or- 
dered to duty as Chief of Staff on the 
Staff of the Commander Mine Force 
and served in that capacity until Jan- 
uary, 1919. 

On Oct. 7, 1927, he was promoted to 
the rank of Rear Admiral and the fol- 
lowing day received orders as Chief of 
Staff on the staff of the Commandere 


in-Chief, U. S. Fleet, Adm. H. A, 
Wiley, now retired. In May, 1929, he

Squadron, Battle Fleet, and in July, 
1930, came to Washington for duty as 
a member of the General Board.

The Marine Band 


GERVICE, morale, and tradition are 
attributes of the United States 
Marine Band which make it a valuable 
organization, not only to the Marine 
Corps, but to official Washington and 
the National as a whole. 
The Marines were called into exist- 
ence by the Continental Congress of 
1775, and at this time fifes and drums 
were the only musical instruments used 
in military organizations. Groups of 
ten were called “Bands,” and the Ma- 
rines had as fine a band as any or- 
ganization of the period. On the drums 
of the Marines recruiting their regi- 
ment in Philadelphia, appeared the 
rattlesnake and the motto, “Don’t 
Tread On Me.” The same emblem and 
motto appear on the drums of the 
Marines today. 

It is a far cry from the drums and 
fifes and the ragged uniforms of the 
early days of our republic to the varied 
and costly instruments and uniformed 
splendor of the Marine Band of today; 
nevertheless those fifes and drums 
served to strengthen the morale of the 
Continental Army in the critical period 
of the encampment in Valley Forge. 

The Marine Band claims the distinc- 
tion of being the most ancient of the 
American military bands. In 1798 
Congress realized the need of the Ma- 
rine Corps, and on June 11 of the same 
year, John Adams approved a bill that 
brought the Marine Corps into being. 
The same act of Congress authorized 
a drum major, a fife major, and 32 
drums and fifes. By this act, the 
Marine Corps and the Marine Band 
were inseparably linked together. 

When the Capital of the country was 
moved from Philadelphia to Washing- 
ton, Lt. Col. William Ward Burrows 
had the Marine Band accompany him 
personally to the new Capital. Here, 
the Band did much to relieve the dis- 
mal atmosphere of the city, for Wash- 
ington was distinctly rural at that 
time. The first recorded public con- 
cert in Washington was an informal 
one, held on Aug. 21, 1800, when the 
Band played to throngs of Washington- 
ians under the direction of its first 
leader, William Farr. 

The Band made its official debut at 
the New Year’s day reception at the 
White House, 1801, playing for Presi- 
dent Adams and his callers. From 
that day to this, the Marine Band has 
played at receptions at the White 
House. Since the day of Jefferson, 
it has played at every inauguration 
where the ceremonies involved band 
music. 

There is a story, reputedly untrue, 
which says that the first Marine Band 


Italians. At their debut, the Marines 
of the Band wore the black leather 
stocks, which have given them the 
sobriquet, “Leathernecks.” 

On July 4, 1801, President Jefferson 
reviewed the Marines, led by their 
band, on the White House grounds. 
This was the first time that a military 
body ever passed in review before a 
President at his residence in Washing- 
ton. The Band often played in the 
Hall of Congress on Sundays. 

Thomas Jefferson frequently called 
for the Marine Band during his two 
terms of office. It furnished music at 
Madison’s inauguration, and the same

“Presented by the Ist Battalion, the 
Worcestershire Regiment, to the 4th 
Regiment United States Marine Corps, 
to perpetuate the happy relations 
existing between the two units. Shang- 
hai—1929-1931.” 

Dec. 31—The 4th Marines held their 
weekly parade and review on the race 
course.

The Band played at the White House 
when Lafayette visited here, and it 
accompanied that distinguished visitor 
to Mount Vernon and Yorktown. On 
Lafayette’s birthday, Sept. 6, 1825, 
President Adams proposed the first 
toast ever drunk at a dinner in the 
White House—“The Twenty-Second of 
February and the Sixth of Septem- 
ber.” The toast was drunk standing 
while the Marine Band played the 
“Marsellaise.” 

President Lincoln insisted that the 
Band continue its outdoor concerts dur- 
ing the Civil War, and frequently call- 
ed it to the White House. It was 
present when Lincoln made his famous 
Gettysburg Address. 

The Band has played for every 
President that has. occupied the White 
House since President Jefferson to 
; President Hoover. It has also played 
at some important White House wed- 
dings, including those of Nellie Grant 
and Alice Roosevelt. 

When Lincoln was President and 
Gideon Wells his Secretary of the 
Navy, the United States Marine Band 
was accorded full official recognition 


as a distinct musical unit. In 1899 
Congress gave the Band the oppor- 
tunity to attain its full powers. The 


membership was increased from 30 to 
60. A symphony orchestra was or- 
ganized within the band. Capt. San- 
telmann aided greatly in the develop- 
ment of the orchestra, and since 1902, 
it has officiated at many indoor func- 
tions of the White House as a sym- 
phony orchestra. 

In September, 1880, John Philip 
Sousa came to Washington and as- 
sumed the leadership of the Band. 
Having intimate knowledge of the 
Band, he immediately started to im- 
prove the band in every way possible. 
Musical progress was rapid under his 
capable leadership. He also removed 
troubles that caused internal dissen- 
sion. 

_ Sousa sought and secured permis- 
sion of President Harrison for the 
Marine Band’s first tour of the coun-

try. It proved a success, giving the 
country its first opportunity to see 
this great Band, playing under the 
capable leadership of its eminent lead- 
er. When Sousa left the Band, his 
place was taken by Francisco Fanciulli, 
in 1892. He was followed in 1898 by 
Capt. William H. Santelmann, who led 
the organization for 29 years, until 
succeeded by the present leader, Capt. 
Taylor Branson, on May 1, 1927. 


There have been 17 leaders of the 
United States Marine Band, including 
Capt. Taylor, since 1798. The fine 
traditions of the Band serve to make 
its members conscious of their duty 
and inspire them to carry on in tradi- 
tional fashion. 

During the Spanish-American War, 
the Band played to the departing 
soldiers, and it played for the morale 
of the ones who waited here. In the 
World War period, the Marine Band 
assisted in a hundred different ways. 
It played in the Sylvan Theater in 
Washington, to inspire and divert its 
audiences. Its efforts in the Liberty 
Loan Campaigns were boundless. It 
welcomed visiting dignitaries, sped 
Wilson on his way to Europe, and wel- 
comed him home again. 

The Marine Band paid tribute to 
the Unknown Soldier, and through 
this symbolism to all the unknown, un- 
sung heroes, who fell in the war, when 
it played slow music for the funeral 
cortege on its way to Arlington.

HE Winter’s inactive duty training 
of the staff of the 79th Division, 
inaugurated under the direction of 
Col. Lewis S. Sorley, Chief of Staff, 
and conducted by Maj.

Gratifying interest and at- 
tendance have marked this program.

HE Joint Congressional Committee made the report last week which we ex- 

pected. We knew, as we informed our readers, that a recommendation would 
be presented for the constitution ‘of a super-committee, which would handle both 
questions of pay and promotion. As such a committee would curtail the juris- 
diction of the standing committees, we are apprehensive the influence of these 
Apparently, in an effort to 
forestall approval, the latter committee is seeking a rule for the consideration 
of the Britten naval promotion bill. It would be preferable, of course, to have 
the standing committees act in the matter of promotion. Their familiarity with 
the situation in all the services would assure expedition, whereas the super-com- 
mittee would be forced to make an exhaustive investigation before satisfactory 
bills could be drafted. Obviously, if the House Military Committee would follow 
the example of the Naval Committee and report and press through the House 
# promotion measure, there would be no necessity for the super-committee to 
consider this subject and it could be limited solely to the question of the increase 
of pay. The Senate already has passed the Reed bill; we appeal to the House 
Military Committee to help the Army avoid the pitfall which has been dug, in 
the manner suggested. 





= UCH a program as we outline above would be in accordance with the recom- 

mendation of the Congressional Pay Committee. “Pay relief both as to form 
and measure very largely depends,” the Committee observed, “upon the correction 
of these promotion problems which contribute to the urge for pay relief.” In 
ether words, the Committee believes pay conditions are unsatisfactory. It de- 
liberately, in its report, speaks of “pay relief.” It is fair to assume these words 
would not have been used unless the Committee unanimously had reached the 
conclusion that conditions in the Services demand readjustment of compensation. 
Likewise, the Committee feels that the promotion problem must be solved. At 
last, then, through a joint committee of the two Houses there is further recogni- 
tion of the evils of which the Services have justly and insistently complained. 
Undoubtedly, stress was laid upon the amount of the increase which the Inter- 
departmental Pay Board recommended and with the estimate that the officers 
would receive more than the enlisted men of that increase for the purpose of 


stemming the tide of popular approval of the Board’s views. If the amount pro- 
posed by the Board is just, then Congress should grant it. If it is regarded as 
too high then it should be cut. But in any case, with the declaration that there 
should be pay relief, there ought to be no delay in action. 





FDOUBTLESS you read with keen interest as we did the item in our issue of 

Jan. 17 relating to the Retired Officers’ Association. That Association has 
such laudable principles, its objects are so purely patriotic, that its maintenance 
in full flower must be a matter of pride to the country and to its members. Re- 
tirement from active service should not cut one off from relationship with fellow 
officers; rather should it stimulate continuation of such relationship. Aside from 
the fraternal character of the Association, its value for the development of proper 
national defense is obvious, and as its members are geographically distributed 
its influence upon national policy can be readily understood. But the Association 
cannot exercise its full power unless it has membership. Therefore, we urge all 
retired officers, both commissioned and warrant of the six services, to join it.

URELY, the lesson of the World War, as confirmed by the clear-cut articles 
wy appearing in the daily press from the pen of General Pershing, is the im- 
perative need of preparedness. This need, as the distinguished soldier reveals, 
exists not only among the people but in the Army itself. His picture of the 
General Staff and of the Supply Departments of 1917 is one which excites shame; 
and all the excuses which are being offered—and many of them are well based— 
cannot explain the absence of readiness or the confusion which hampered the 
commander of the A. E. F. in his preparations and operations. We believe the 
War Department and the General Staff will not permit a situation to return such 
as existed in the year 1917. In other words, they will be ready with plans, and, 
as far as possible, with materials and their orderly manufacture, and supply. 
This was the effort under Gen. Summerall, it is the effort of Gen. MacArthur. 
When the book of Gen. Pershing appears it will be found to contain a wealth 
of material that every soldier, as well as every citizen, should read and study. 





THE Senate struck out the House provision in the Army appropriation bill 
prohibiting the table use of margarine in the Army. Just what the Confer- 
ence Committee will do is difficult to forecast. The dairy interests are doing their 
best to have the House provision retained. We saw the other day an invitation 
for bids for margarine, showing that the Army is not averse to its use. If it were 
deleterious, the Services would -bée the first to refuse to buy it. Some army women 
have advised us that margarine is a good healthful substitute, and they see no 
reason why it should not be used for the table as well as for cooking purposes.

N. B.—About the only way in which 
you could secure your discharge from 
the Army at this time would be to buy 
out. Application for discharge should 
be made to your company commander. 

Should you secure your discharge, 
and desire to obtain a commission in 
the Field Artillery Reserve upon grad- 
uation from college, it would be best 
for you to attend the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute, at which there is a 
Field Artillery Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps unit. Should you 
elect to enroll at the University of 
Alabama, however, there are ROTC 
units of other branches of the Army 
established there and you could take 
courses specially fitting you for the 
Field Artillery, which would fit you 
for examination for commission in the 
reserve of that branch. The profes- 
sor of military science at the Univer- 
sity of Alabama will be glad to ad- 
vise you in this matter. 

At the present time no commissions 
in the Field Artillery of the Regular 
Army are being granted to enlisted 
men of the Army or to reserve offi- 
cers, all vacancies being filled by 
graduates of the Military Academy. 
What will be the situation two or 
three years hence is undeterminable.

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Defend Army Funds 
TRAN SCRIPT of the testimony given 


Jan. 21 and 22 before the Senate. 


Subcommittee on War Department 
appropriations was made public this 
week when the Army supply bill was 
reported to the Senate. 

The principal testimony was given 
by Maj. Gen. George V. H. Moseley, 
deputy chief of staff, who spoke for 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, who was 
then confined to his quarters by illness, 
due to a touch of influenza. 

Both Gen. Moseley and Maj. Gen. J. 
E. Fechet, Chief of the Air Corps, 
spoke against the inclusion of the item 
of $200,000 (inserted by the House Ap- 
propriations Committee), for experi- 
mental work on the proposed all-metal 
dirigible. Objections to the item were 
based on the argument that the Army 
has an agreement with the Navy 
whereby the development of rigid 
lighter-than-air ships shall lie with the 
Navy; that the proposed ship would 
not fit in with the Army’s plan of de- 
velopment; and that if the experi- 
ments would be successful the Army 
would have to pay for the building of 
the ship out of its limited funds. 

Gen. Moseley also suggested that 
the committee reduce the appropria- 
tions passed by the House for the Or- 
ganized Reserves from $6,765,385 to 
$6,537,785, which reduction, he ex- 
plained, would provide for 9,000 less 
flying hours for reserve pilots. He also 
recommended that the Senate abolish 
the increase of $23,625 made by the 
House for Citizens Military Training 
Camps. 

At the conclusion of Gen. Moseley’s 
statement the following colloquy oc- 
curred: 

Senator Reed. That finishes your 
statement? 

Gen. Moseley. Yes, Mr. Chairman. 

Senator Jones. I want to suggest 
this: I think that is a very unusual 
and a very splendid explanation of 
these items. 

Senator McKellar. I might state 
here that this is the first time I have 
ever known of an Army officer want- 
ing to cut out appropriations, and I 
think that that is very commendable. 

Senator Reed. It is a matter of being 
loyal to their Commander in Chief. 

Gen. Moseley. We did not depart 
from any policy, Senator. We ad- 
hered strictly to the old policies all the 
way through.

secretary of the ROTC Association, 
and H. Ralph Burton, also represent- 
ing that association, spoke against 
the proposed reduction in the amount 
of money for the payment of salaries 
of retired officers on active duty. They 
pointed out that the majority of these 
officers are on duty at 55¢ schools and 
that failure to employ them would 
seriously impair the training at these 
schools. 

Lt. Col. Edgar J. Roberson, Nation- 
al Secretary of the Reserve Officers 
Association of the United States, pre- 
sented to the committee a statement 
prepared by Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reil- 
ly, chairman of the ROA legislative 
committee, in which it was pointed out 
that for the training of ROTC students 
there is a carry-over of $407,000 from 
the fiscal year of 1931, which he told 
the committee, was discovered at the 
insistence of the ROA. Thus, Col. 
Roberson pointed out, it is now pos- 
sible to train a more nearly adequate 
number of ROTC students, without 
increasing the appropriations. He ex- 
plained to the committee the critical 
situation in the Officers Reserve Corps 
due to the lack of suffifent new sec- 
ond lieutenants and urged the neces- 
sity of training sufficient ROTC stu- 
dents as feeders for the ORC. 

Excerpts from some of the testimony 
before the committee follow: 

Housing Program 

Gen. Moseley. The War Department 
housing program is being continued. 
The appropriations today total $53,- 
348,759. This bill carries $2,773,000 
to repay contract authorizations dur- 
ing the current fiscal year and $11,- 
927,000 for new housing in 1932, or a 
total cash appropriation of 14,700,000. 

Senator Reed. That item was nearly 
$12,000,000? 

Gen. Moseley. Yes, sir; almost $12,- 
000,000 cash for 1932. The total cash 
appropriation is $14,700,000. 

Senator Copeland. That is for new 
buildings? ‘ 

Gen. Moseley. Yes, sir. 

Senator Reed. Does this carry any 
other authorization for construction? 

Gen. Moseley. Yes, sir; it carries 
$3,000,000 contract authorization to be 
available during fiscal year 1932. 

Senator Copeland. You say you are 
going to replace the old wooden bar- 
racks and things of that sort? 

Gen. Moseley. We are going to try 
to complete the whole program, Sena- 
tor, at all of our posts that are to re- 
main a part of the permanent posts of 
the country. 

Senator Copeland. I have a clipping 
here from the Post-Standard, Syra- 
cuse, speaking about a fire at Platts- 
burg, when .a boy was lost. 

Gen. Moseley. This is being covered 
in the current authorization bill to be 
submitted to Congress. It has been 
suggested, I believe, that that specific 
item be included. 

Senator Copeland. Now, what I 
would like to know is whether or not 
proper steps are being taken to destroy 
all firetraps existing at the various 
establishments of the Army? 

Gen. Moseley. The building at 
Plattsburg was a Red Cross building, 
was it not? 

Senator Copeland. I am _ speaking 
now about buildings of a purely mili- 
tary nature. Are you going to be 
able, with this appropriation, to get 
ready to construct buildings which 
will take the place of what may now 
be considered as firetraps? 

Gen. Moseley. Gradually, in the next 
several years, all such buildings will 
be eliminated. 

Senator Copeland. Why wait that 
long to save life? 

Gen. Moseley. Our present annual 
rate of $15,000,000 for housing and 
$6,000,000 for Air Corps. technical 
construction total about $21,000,000— 
is about the maximum construction ap- 
propriation that can be financed in our 

u 

Senator Copeland. And we will still 
have a lot of buildings that are unsafe 
to use for the housing of men in the 
Army? 

Gen. Moseley. We will have for a 
period of a few years; yes, sir. 

Senator Copeland. But you have a 
program? 

Gen. Moseley. Absolutely. Even- 
tually we hope to complete the War 
Department housing program. 

Senator Copeland. That you are 
looking forward to, recognizing this 
danger, and you are anticipating it? 

Gen. Moseley. Yes, sir. 

Senator Copeland. But, as fast as 
you receive the appropriations, you are 
going to wipe them out? 

Gen. Moseley. Yes, sir. 

Senator Copeland. Of course, it is 

lreadful thing that any of our men 
should be housed in a way that their 
lives are endangered by reason of in-

adequate housing. 

Gen. Moseley. The $14,700,000 in 
this bill will improve the housing sit- 
uation by that amount. 

Senator Copeland. And you are re- 
ceiving all of the money that you ask- 
ed for in that particular item? 

Gen. Moseley. Yes, sir; the Congress 
has been very liberal with us up to 
date. 

Right in that connection, the item 
military posts now includes approxi- 
mately $6,000,000 for technical con- 
struction in the Air Corps. The House 
transferred this construction project 
from the Air Corps to the Quartermas- 
ter General. The change is desirable, 

Purchase of Butter Substitutes 

Gen. Moseley. The next item is on 
page 15, line 3, at the top of the page. 
The House inserted after that item 
of $21,237,708, for subsistence for the 
Army. 

Provided, That none of the money 
appropriated in this act shall be used 


for the purchases of oleomargarine or~ 


butter substitutes for other than cook- 
ing purposes. 

Oleomargarine is generally used for 
cooking purposes only, but in _ the 
tropics aid in a few places, it ap- 
pears on the tables as a substitute for 
butter. The policy of the War Depart- 
ment is to encourage the table use of 
butter at all troop messes. Oleo- 
margarine is used only when particu- 
lar troop messes express their individ- 
ual perference for this substitute. 

The proposed restriction, it enacted 
into law, would be extremely difficult 
to enforce. The additional amount of 
butter that would be purchased under 
this limitation would be practically 
nil. Furthermore, it would force hard- 
ships on military garrisons stationed 
where itis impossible to store and 
issue dairy products in a _ palatable 
condition. The War Department re- 
quests the Senate to eliminate the re- 
striction. 

Senator Reed. Were you to follow 
the express provisions of this proviso, 
it would go right through to the mess 
of the men? 

Gen. Moseley. Yes. 

Senator Reed. In other words, but- 
ter purchased for cooking might not 
be used on the table? 

Gen. Moseley. No, sir. 

Senator Reed. And that would be a 
little difficult to enforce? 

Gen. Moseley. You could not enforce 
that. . 

Senator Copeland. Let us get the 
record clear on that because you can 
be sure that it is going to be discussed. 
As I understand, in the Tropics, there 
is difficulty in handling butter? 

Gen. Moseley. That is corret. 

Senator Copeland. In such a way as 
to keep it from becoming rancid? 

Gen. Moseley. Yes, sir. 

Senator Copeland. Under those 
tropical conditions, it is much safer 
to the health of the troops to have 
oleomargarine than it is to have but- 
ter? 

Gen. Mosely. Yes, sir. 

Senator Copeland. But it is the 
policy, as I understand you, General, 
so far as possible and proper to use 
butter? 


Gen. Moseley. Yes, sir. 

Senator Copeland. And you have 
said that if this were adopted that the 
amount of butter; increase in the 
amount of butter, would be very little? 

Gen. Moseley. Yes, sir. 


Senator Fletcher. You want to 
strike out that provision? 
Gen. Moseley. Yes, sir; we would 


like to have that proviso stricken from 
the bill. 

Senator Jones. I understood you to 
say that in some of the localities the 
men prefer oleomargarine. Was that 
correct; did I understand you to say 
that? 

Gen. Moseley. Well, once in a while, 
in the Tropics, Senator, they get used 
to it, and when the local butter is of 
very poor quality they would rather 
have oleomargarine. 

In the early days in the Philippine 
Islands, that is all we had. We could 
not get fresh butter. We could not 
get fresh milk and the Army has to 
live on canned goods, many times, and 
this would just embarrass us when we 
are on some outpost duty.

carr. AUBREY KIRK SHOUP, 
USN, commander of the South 
China Patrol, U. S. Asiatic Fleet, died 
Jan. 22, at the Royal Naval Hospital, 
Hongkong, China, of penumonia. His 
widow, Mrs. Eleanor A. Shoup, was at 
the bedside. . 

Capt. Shoup was born in Smithland, 
Iowa, Aug. 17, 1880, and was appointed 
to the Naval Academy May 21, 1900. 
Graduating from the Academy Capt. 
Shoup saw service during the thirteen 
years prior to the World War in the 
USS New York, Topeka, Rainbow, 
Maryland, New Jersey and Rhode Is- 
land, and ashore at the U. S. Naval 
Academy, the Navy Department and 
the Naval Training Station, San Fran- 
cisco. 

From November, 1917, until October, 
1918, as a Commander, he was execu- 
tive officer of the USS Aroostook, 
mine-layer, and for his services was 
awarded the Navy Cross with the cita- 
tion: 

“For distinguished service in the line 
of his profession as Executive Officer 
of the USS Aroostook, engaged in lay- 
ing the Mine Barrage in the North 
Sea.” 

Following the World War, Capt. 
Shoup served in the USS Helena on the 
China Station; as Captain of the Yard 
at the Navy Yard, Cavite, P. I.; as 
executive officer of the USS Wyom- 
ing; and as commanding officer of the 
USS Black Hawk.

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Against Wurzbach Bill 


ADVERSE report has been made 
by the War Department upon the 
Wurzbach bill, H. R. 10131, “to equal- 
ize the pay of certain classes of offi- 
cers of the Regular Army.” 

The measure, introduced nearly a 
year ago, was just referred to the War 
Department for recommendation last 
month. Extracts from the Secretary 
of War’s letter follow: 

The proposed legislation affects 
those officers who were appointed as 
lieutenant colonels, majors, and cap- 
tains under section 24 of the National 
Defense Act, i.e., whose original ap- 
pointments in the Regular Army in 
those grades date from July 1, 1920. 
H. R. 10131 would advance officers of 
the categories mentioned into higher 
pay periods on shorter lengths of serv- 
ice than are now required. * * * 

The lieutenant colonels, majors, and 
captains who were appointed under 
section 24 of the National Defense Act, 
and who had no service prior to the 
World War which could be counted for 
pay, have now an average of approxi- 
mately 13 years of accredited service- 
The immediate effect of this bill would 
be to advance by one pay period all 
such officers who still occupy the grades 
in which they were originally appoint- 
ed. The records of the War Depart- 
ment show that 918 officers would be 
so advanced. The grades which these 
officers now occupy and the average 
amount of the annual increase in their 
pay and allowances under the bill are 
shown below:

In addition to its immediate effect, 
as described in the preceding para- 
graph, H. R. 10131 would confer an 
additional advantage upon the officers 
who were initially appointed as majors 
and captains and whose future advance- 
ment into higher pay period would be 
accelerated by intervals varying from 
one to eleven years. The results in 
this respect would be dependent upon 
the position of individual officers on 
the promotion list, the dates of their 
future promotions, and the amount of 
service, other than active Federal com- 
missioned service, which they are au- 
thorized to count for pay purposes. 
The combined effect of these factors 
is so uncertain and complicated that 
it is not practicable to make an ac- 
curate estimate of the future operation 
of the bill. 

The proposed legislation has the fol- 
lowing objectionable features: 

It singles out certain officers for an 
immediate increase in pay and allow- 
ances while conferring no correspond- 
ing advantage upon others of the same 
rank and equal or greater lengths of 
commissioned service. This would un- 
doubtedly cause dissatisfaction and 
complaint. 

Its future result will be that some 
officers in the grades of major and 
lieutenant colonel will receive more 
compensation than their seniors in the 
same grades. While this anomalous 
condition prevails to some extent in cer- 
tain commissioned grades at the pres- 
ent time, it is unsound in principle and 
should not be extended. * * * 

The War Department is of the opin- 
ion that an increase in the compensa- 
tion of Army personnel is justified by 
existing conditions and favors a gen- 
eral investigation by Congress of the 
pay and allowanaces of the military 
services. However, the specific objec- 
tions to to H. R. 10131 as set forth 
above are such that it is recommended 
that it be not enacted into law in spite 
of the fact that it would grant in- 
creased compensation to a limited num- 
ber of officers:

(Continued from First Page) 
ing the first of February and none of 
the regular appropriation bills enacted 
—holding the pay question over seemed 
to be the only thing to do. I hope that 
we can have some action on the mat- 
ter very soon.” 

“There is great need for pay revision 
in the services, and I hope we can rem- 
edy the situation before very long,” de- 
clared Senator Oddie. 

Members of the House legislative 
committees were vigorous in their op- 
position to the setting up of a pay and 
promotion committee. 

Chairman Britten, of the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, declared that his com- 
mittee is opposed to the creation of any 
permanent committee which would have 
control of pay and promotion for the 
services. Chairman James, of the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, also has ex- 
pressed himself against a permanent 
joint service committee. 

Representative McSwain, Democratic 
member of the military committee, also 
was opposed to a permanent all-service 
committee on pay and _ promotion, 
though declaring in favor of a delay in 
pay action. 

“IT am in favor of holding the pay 
question over, until later, for at this 
time many people in this country are 
going without bread,” declared the 
South Carolinian. “I am opposed to 
the creation of a permanent committee 
such as suggested by the Joint Pay 
Committee. Such a move cannot be put 
through this session of Congress, for it 
involves a change in the rules of the 
House, and even the most unimportant 
Democrat in the House could block its 
adoption.” 

Representative Darrow (R.) of Penn- 
sylvania, member of the naval commit- 
tee, stated that the naval committee 
was the best qualified agency to deal 
with naval personnel legislation and 
that he was against any delegation of 
its authority.

Gen. Butler To Be Tried 
(Continued from First Page) 
tiate the charge that some one is gun- 


ning for Gen. Butler. In a story in the 
Baltimore Sun the letter of explana- 
tion written by the general is said to 
admit the attack on Mussolini and to 
name Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., as the 
person who took the ride with Musso- 
lini, during which, according to the 
story, the premier’s car struck and 
killed a child. . 

The Sun further stated that there 
is friction between Secretary Adams 
and Gen. Butler, brought about by a 
visit made by the Secretary to Quan- 
tico last June, when Gen. Butler was 
under consideration for the vacant 
Major General Commandant’s post. 

It is known on high authority that 
when the Inter-departmental Pay-Per- 
sonnel Board was appointed last Sum- 
mer, Gen. Butler’s name was sent to 
President Hoover as the Marine Corps 
member of the Board. When the 
Board was announced, however, Gen. 
Butler’s name had been removed, : and 
Brig. Gen. John T. Myers substituted 
thereon. 


Gen. Butler’s arrest occurred on 
Thursday, Jan. 29. Secretary Adams 
made a study of Gen. Butler’s letter 
of explanation and then called a con- 
ference with Assistant Secretary Er- 
nest Lee Jahncke, Maj. Gen. Ben 
Fuller, commandant of the Marine 
Corps, and Rear Adm. John Halligan, 
assistant chief of naval operations. 
Secretary Adams authorized the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Secretary of the Navy Charles 
Francis Adams today ordered a gen- 
eral court-martial for Maj. Gen. Smed- 
ley D. Butler, United States Marine 
Corps. The action followed receipt of 
a letter from Gen. Butler setting 
forth, as requested by Secretary 
Adams, the remarks made by Gen. 
Butler in a speech at Philadelphia, 
Jan. 19, which was reported to have 
contained an attack upon actions of 
Premier Mussolini, of Italy. 

“Following the Secretary’s order, 
Maj. Gen. Ben H. Fuller, major gen- 
eral commandant of the Marine Corps, 
notified Gen. Butler to place himself 
under arrest and to confine himself to 
the limits of his station. 


“Command of the Marine Barracks, 
Quantico, Va., the office held by Gen. 
Butler prior to his arrest, devolves upon 
his second in command, Brig. Gen. Ran- 
dolph C. Berkeley, United States Ma- 
rine Corps.” 

Within an hour Secretary of State 
Stimson issued this statement: 

“Having learned from the Navy De- 
partment that Maj. Gen. Smedley D. 
Butler, United States Marine Corps, 
has admitted that the quotation of his 
remarks in the press was substantially 
correct, I have this morning handed a 
note to the Italian Ambassador ex- 
pressing to Signor Mussolini and to the 
Italian people the deep regret of this 
Government at this unauthorized ac- 
tion on the part of an officer on active 
duty.” 

The note follows: 

“I have the honor to express the 
deep regret which this Government 
feel at the reflections against the 
Prime Minister of Italy in the un- 
authorized speech of Maj. Gen. Smed- 
ley D. Butler, United States Marine 
Corps, at Philadelphia on Jan. 19. 

“The sincere regrets of this Govern- 
ment are extended to Mr. Mussolini 
and to the Italian people for this dis- 
courteous and unwarranted utterance 
by a commissioned officer of this Gov- 
ernment on active duty. 

“Accept, Excellency, the renewed as- 
surance of my highest consideration. 
(Signed) “HENRY L. STIMSON.”

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Comptroller’s Criticism 


FOLLOWING is the text of the mem- 
orandum received by the Joint Con- 
ssional Committee on service pay: 
rom office of Comptroller Gene of 
the United States on the proposed 
joint service promotion and pay bills: 


Army Promotion 

In section 4, first and third para- 
graphs, it is proposed to authorize for 
promotion-list officers originally com- 
missioned as of date either before or 
after July 1, 1920, that in computing 
their service for the purpose of determ- 
ining position on the promotion list, if 
date of rank on original commission 
prior to July 2, 1920, the period between 
date of rank, on original commission 
and the date of acceptance and oath, on 
which actual commissioned service be- 
gan, shall be included, and, if date of 
rank on original commission after July 
1, 1920, the “period of service” from 
the date of rank of such original com- 
mission shall be included, which is con- 
trary to what has been the uniform 
practice in determining length of serv- 
ice for pay purposes and what usually 
has been the practice heretofore in de- 
termining relative position on the pro- 
motion list. In lines 17 to 23 (p. 6), 
of the fourth paragraph of the section, 
it is proposed, for promotion list offi- 
cers not included in previous categories 
or who have lost their original rela- 
tive position on the promotion list 
through discontinuity of service or dis- 
ciplinary action, that the Secretary of 
War shall determine what service shall 
be credited in determining their re- 
spective relative positions on the pro- 
motion list. The present language of 
the section, therefore, seems not clearly 
to limit “appointees subsequent to July 
1, 1920,” to “credit for their actual 
commissioned service” as it is explained 
it will do in appendix A (98, section 
4), page 115. The language of the 
section, moreover, if its general pur- 
pose is approved, would seem to uire 
modification to prevent the crediting 
of the constructive service therein de- 
scribed for ay ry: other than promo- 
tion and also that the authority to de- 
termine ye service for officers 
who have had discontinuous service or 
who have been disciplined, etc., be re- 
stricted to the extent that the appro- 
priate service determined upon in any 
case shall not exceed the aggregate 
active commissioned service of the offi- 
cer whose case is under consideration. 

Section 6 proposes the discontinuance 
of the limited retired list by means of 
which the Congress heretofore has kept 
itself informed, and has been able to 
limit the number, of officers who should 
be retired with pay and thrown into 
competition with civilians before com- 
pleting their normal careers in the 
service of their election, thus havi 
precluded, through such direct control, 
a greater turnover, through promotion 
to higher grades and early elimination, 
than is required for a normal career of 
effective service, now apparently ac- 
cepted to approximate 40 years, but the 
proposed promotion legislation appar- 
ently being designed to effect substan- 
tially a complete turnover of commis- 
sioned personnel within each 23 year 
period of its operation. 

Section 7 proposes to authorize re- 
tirement, on application, subject to ex- 
amination by a board and approval by 
the Presiddnt, of officers appoint 
prior to July 1, 1920, or on that date 
limiting the number in any one year 
to 2 per cent. This would permit the 
retirement of emergency officers ap- 
pointed to the Regular Army under the 
act of June 4, 1920, 41 Stat. 771, and 
who now have over ten years’ com- 
missioned service. 

Section 8 proposes to require the re- 
tirement of brigadier generals who are 
more than sixty-two years of age and 
after all vacancies that may exist on 
the effective date of the proposed act, 
or that may occur under the preceding 
provisions of the act as of the effective 
date thereof in the grade of brigadier 
general of the line and the several 
grades of promotion list officers shall 
have been filled, the President shall 
also cause to be transferred to the 
retired list in each fiscal year, all pro- 
motion-list officers below the grade of 
brigadier general who are more than 
sixty years of age or who have rend- 
ered more than thirty-six years of ser- 
vice. It would seem that the effect of 
this is to permit promotion under the 
terms of the bill and then if the age 
limits are exceeded, uire the officer 
so promoted in the igher grade to be 
retired; by Section 10, page 10, such 
officers retired as brigadier generals 
of the line, and officers retired because 
of having attai the age of sixty 
years, or after having rendered thirty- 
six years’ service, s receive retired 
pay at 75 per centum of the rank upon 
which retired. These provisions seem 
to propose a repeal of the act of.June 





12, 1906, 34 Stat. 245 (U.S.C. 10:946) 

rohibiting, retirement of an officer 
olding a rank above that of colonel, 
except for disability or onaccount of 
attaining 64 years of age, until he shall 
have served at least one year in such 
rank and to change existing law as to 
the retired pay of officers appointed to 
the Army under the act of June 4, 
1920, at an age of forty-five years or 
over whose retired pay, except when 
retired for physical disability, is re- 
quired by that act to be computed at 
4 per cent of active pay for each year 
of commissioned service. (Section 24 
of the act of June 4, 1920, 41 Stat. 
771, as amended by the act of May 
19, 1926, 44 Stat. 564; U.S.C. Sup. 
10:971a.) It would seem that as to 
brigadier generals at least an age limit 
on appointment as well as for termi- 
nating service should be fixed. Section 
8 provides for further compulsory re- 
tirements until July 1, 1941, to secure 
a minimum number of vacancies dur- 
ing each year both for promotion list 
and non-promotion list officers, the 
number of promotion list officers to be 
separated being 375 per annum, and 
Section 10 proposes a retired pay com- 
puted at 2% per cent for each year 
of service, including all service now 
counted for pay which, as to officers 
in the service July 1, 1922, includes 
enlisted service and commissioned ser- 
vice in the National Guard while not 
in the service of the United States, 
giving credit for fractions in excess of 
six months as a year with a minimum 
of retired pay equivalent to 50 per 
cent. As between the proposed lan- 
guage in paragraphs 1 and 3 respec- 
tively, of Section 10, it is not clear 
what date, within the fiscal year an 
officer is designated for transfer to 
the retired list, is to be used “for pur- 
poses of computation” of length of 
service, etc. The fixing of a minimum 
number of vacancies will necessitate 
the appointment of 375 additional pro- 
motion list officers in the lowest grade. 
Section 9 requires that after July 1, 
1941, the number of compulsory re- 
tirements shall, with the other sepa- 
rations, equal 4.4 per cent of the re- 
spective two lists. This would require 
a complete turnover in the Army every 
twenty-three years, or, stated in an- 
other way, the average length of ser- 
vice of an officer of the Army would 
be slightly less than twenty-three 
years. The second paragraph of Sec- 
tion 10 proposes to pay officers re- 
moved from the active list after July 
1, 1941, on the basis of commissioned 
service, those with ten years’ commis- 
sioned service receiving one year’s pay, 
with fifteen years’ commissioned ser- 
vice, two years’ pay, and those with 
more than fifteen but less than twenty 
years’ commissioned service, three 
years’ pay; officers with more than 
twenty years’ commiSsioned service to 
be retired and to be paid retired pay 
of 2% per cent of active pay for each 
year of service now counted for pay 
under the act of June 10, 1922, which 
includes, for officers in the service 
July 1, 1922, credit for enlisted service 
and credit for service in the National 
Guard, not in the service of the United 
States. 


Navy Promotion 


Section 19, by the last proviso, pro- 
poses to authorize retirements at sixty- 
four years of age of captains of Staff 
Corps who have been selected and are 
on the promotion list for the grade 
of rear admiral with the rank of their 
running mates in the line and with 
three-fourths of the equivalent pay of 
that rank. Normally, the line running 
mate of a captain of the Staff Corps 
will have reached the grade of rear 
admiral. Section 13 proposes to re- 

the limit in the number of cap- 
tains of the Staff Corps who may be 
selected for promotion to rear admirals 
contained in the proviso at the end of 
the second paragraph of Section 16. of 
the act of June 10, 1926, 44 Stat. 723, 
and seems to authorize the selection 
of an unlimited number of captains of 
the Staff Corps for promotion to the 
grade of rear admiral. If this is the 
correct view of the effect of the last 
proviso of Section 13, the result of the 
two sections will be to secure retire- 
ment in the grade of rear admiral of 
an i number of captains of the 
Staff Corps. Section 23 is apparently 
a temporary provision authorizing the 
selection of an additional number of 
officers of the rank of captain and com- 
mander in the various Staff Corps for 
the promotion lists and those of the 
grade of captain will benefit by retire- 
ment in the advanced grade by reason 
of the provisions in Section 19 when 
reaching the age of sixty-four. 

Section 24, page 21, line 27, page 
22, lines 1 to 5; fixes eligibility for 
advancement from date of rank stated 
in the officer’s commission on original 
appointment. This date is believed 

ays to be anterior to the actual ac- 
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ceptance of office and entry on duty. 
It is believed uniformity as to actual 
service rendered by each officer will be 
secured by requiring five years actual 
service rather than five years service 
“since date of rank.” 
Marine Corps Promotion 

The description of the proposed legis- 
lation for the Marine Corps, as set 
forth in Appendix C, pages 139 to 145, 
does not conform as to designation of 
the several sections, with the sections 
from 26 to 45, inclusive, set forth under 
Chapter III of Exhibit A. The pro- 
posed section 30 of Chapter III, per- 
mitting the total number of second 
lieutenants to be increased seems am- 
biguous as now drawn, and the effect 
of Section 32 apparently will be to 
cause the ultimate elimination by re- 
tirement in the grade and with the re- 
tired pay of brigadier general of those 
colonels who now seem to be regarded 
as in excess of organization require- 
ments. 


Coast Guard Promotion 


Section 46, page 28, establishes the 
grade of rear admiral in the Coast 
Guard. By Section 2 of the act of 
January 12, 1923, 42 Stat. 1130, the 
title of the captain commandant in the 
Coast Guard was changed to com- 
mandant. By Section 7 of the Joint 
Pay Act of June 10, 1922, 42 Stat. 629, 
the captain commandant’s pay was fixed 
at that of captain in the Navy or 
colonel in the Army, exclusive of the 
limitation applicable to such officers of 
$7,200 as the total per year for pay, 
rental and subsistence allowance. By 
Section 7 of the act of January 12, 
1923, it was provided that the Com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard “while 
serving as Commandant” should have 
the pay allowances of a rear admiral 
(lower half) of the Navy. By the act 
of April 23, 1930, 46 Stat. 253, it is 
provided that the Commandant of the 
Coast Guard shall, while so serving, 
be entitled to the rank and shall re- 
ceive the pay and allowances of Chiefs 
of Bureaus of the Navy, i.e., rear ad- 
miral, upper half. The present lan- 
guage of Section 46 is ambiguous if it 
is designed to establish the permanent 
grade of rear admiral with rank cor- 
responding only to that of rear admiral, 
lower half, in the Navy, as is repre- 
sented to be its purpose in paragraph 
10, Appendix D (p. 150), and as is 
indicated in Section 2, of the Proposed 
Pay Bill, Exhibit B, limiting the pay 
of appointees in the new grade to that 
of a brigadier general. The present 
language of Section 46 would be open 
to a construction that the distribution 
in the new grade may be equally in the 
ranks of rear admiral, upper half, and 
rear admiral, lower half, to correspond 
with the Navy ranks in that grade. 

The proposed Section 53 provides for 
district commanders, now in a grade 
corresponding to that of captain in the 
Army, whose average total pay and 
allowances under existing law is said 
to be $4,278 per annum (Table-page 57 
of Report), and whose pay, under the 
proposed new schedule, would be at 
$5,500 and $6,000 per annum, or now 
in a grade corresponding to that of 
major in the Army, whose average total 
pay and allowances under existing law 
is said to be $5,757 per annum (Table- 
page 57 of Report), and whose pay 
under the new schedule proposed, 
would be at $7,000 and $7,500 per an- 
num, to be advanced to a grade cor- 
responding to that of lieutenant colonel 
in the Army with pay at $8,500 and 
$9,000 and thence to a grade corre- 
sponding to that of colonel in the Army 
with pay at $10,000 and $10,500, solely 
by reason of having completed 20 
years’ and 28 years’ commissioned ser- 
vice, respectively. In other words, it 
is proposed to authorize a maximum 
increase in pay from an average of 
$4,278 per annum to $10,500 per an- 
num for Coast Guard District Com- 
manders solely by reason of their hav- 
ing completed specified commissioned 
service and not by reason of any addi- 
tional responsibilities assumed. 

= 





General 

In Chapter VII, Section 73 authorizes 
the retirement in any of the services of 
an officer who has servéd forty-five 
years or who is sixty-two years of 
age (Revised Statutes, Section 1244); 
provides that any officer who fails in 
his physical examination for promo- 
tion shall be retired in the grade to 
which his seniority entitles him to be 
promoted, U. S. Code, Title 10, Sec- 
tion 932, and the retirement of an 
officer who has served as a chief of a 
branch in the grade held by him as 
such chief of branch, U. S. Code, Title 
10, Section 1026. The provision of the 
act of October 1, 1890, 26 Stat. 562, 
carried into the U. S. Code under Title 
10 as Section 932, was adopted, as its 
date indicates, when promotions in the 
Army were regimental, when as the 
historical statement (see page 71 of 
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the Report) shows, promotion in many 






cases was long deferred, when it was- 


not uncommon that a man was a grand- 
father before reaching the grade of 
captain. The purpose of the 1890 law 
was, in such case, if an officer eventu- 


ally became entitled to promotion, who 
failed physically, he should be entitled 
to retirement in the higher grade. This 
provision has been continued on the 
statute books although promotion in 
the Army has been greatly accelerated; 
when the average age of majors is now 
about forty-three and the average age 
of officers of corresponding grade in 
the Navy and Coast Guard is thirty. 
nine and thirty-six years, respectively 
(Table No. 3, page 25 of Report), offi- 
cers are still being retired in the next 
higher grade, and this provision pro- 
poses to extend it to all of the services 
covered by the proposed bill. 


Retirement Features 


Section 76 repeals all laws fexcept 
Section 190, Revised Statutes) respect- 
ing the holding of two offices or re. 
ceiving salary and emoluments for two 
or more offices, employments, or vosi- 
tions so far as they affect the retired 
personnel of the six services, and spe- 
cifically authorizes any such retired 
personnel who are appointed by or 
under the United States to receive the 
full salary or compensation of such 
civil office or employment in addition 
to retired pay. In addition to the pro- 
visions of Sections 1763, 1764 and 1765, 
Revised Statutes, respecting, respec- 
tively, the receipt of double salaries, 
pay for extra services, or extra allow- 
ances, which continue to be applicable 
to all other retired personne! of the 
Government, this provision will repeal, 
so far as the six services are con- 
cerned, the provisions of the act of 
July 31, 1894, 28 Stat, 205, prohibiting 
the appointment of, or the holding of 
any other office by, any person who 
holds an office the salary or annual 
compensation attached to which amounts 
to $2,500 per annum unless specifically 
authorized by law, and makes a special 
exception as to retired officers of the 
Army and Navy who may be elected 
to public office or who may be ap- 
pointed by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. This provision 
seems to have been specifically ad- 
dressed to retired officers of the Army 
and Navy as most civilian employees 
under the decisions of the courts were 
included within the prohibitions of Sec- 
tions 1763, 1764, and 1765, Revised 
Statutes, and at that time, except in 
the Judiciary, no provision existed for 
the retirement of civil personnel. This 
act was amended by the act of May 
31, 1924, 43 Stat. 245, to exclude from 
its provisions all retired enlisted men 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard and all officers of those 
services retired for physical disability. 
The proposed Section 76 will also repeal 
Section 1223, Revised Statutes, which 
provides that any officer of the Army 
who accepts or holds any appointment 
in the diplomatic or consular service 
of the Government shall be considered 
as having resigned his place in the 
Army. This section includes retired 
officers, Badeau v. The United States, 
130 U.S. 439. The entire bill proposes 
to accelerate the retirement of per- 
sonnel] in the six services to create 
vacancies for the appointment of per- 
sons in the lower grades, gives very 
substantial retired pay, which under 
the proposed pay bill is inclusive of all 
allowances now excluded from retired 
pay, and such accelerated retirement 
is proposed not because the officer is of 
no further use to the Government, but 
that the particular service may be more 
attractive to the appointees. And this 
provision of the proposed Section 76 is 
ntended to authorize the employment of 
officers so separated at early ages at 
high rates of retired pay, rates in 
many cases equal to the pay that is 
paid in civil positions that will be open 
to them, and proposes to authorize their 
appointment or employment under the 
same Government in competition with 
persons who compose that large body 
of civil employees of the Government 
who have no status entitling them to 
retired pay from the Government. Just 
why the personnel of the six services, 
two of them entirely civil, should be so 
set apart for such extremely preferred 
treatment over all other citizens is 
not apparent. 

Section 78 assures to any officer of 
the grade of captain in the Army ap- 
pointed to the Regular Army, Navy, 
or Marine Corps under the act of June 
4, 1920, 41 Stat. 771 (Army), 834 
(Navy), and 830 (Marine Corps), pro- 
viding for the appointment in the reg- 
ular establishments of officers who 
served as emergency officers during 


.the World War, retirement in the grade 


of major with 50 per cent of the active 
duty pay of that grade under the new

scale of pay, whether retired as an offi- 
cer appointed in the Regular Army on 
or prior to July 1, 1920 (Sections 7 and 
8), or who may be retired because of 
age sixty years (Section 8), lieuten- 
ants of the Navy, line or staff, who 
failed of selection for promotion to 
lieutenant commander (Sections 13, 18 
and 19) after the required service in 
grade, and any captain of the Marine 
Corps, line or staff, who has not been 
selected for promotion to the grade of 
major after the required service (Sec- 
tions 13, 18, 19 and 26), with the pro- 
viso that no such officer shall receive 
less retired pay than the pay of a cap- 
tain, Army or Marine Corps, lieutenant 
in other services, for his length of 
service multiplied by 2% per cent for 
each year of service (not exceeding 30 
years), counted for pay purposes under 
the act of June 10, 1922, and which is 
inclusive of enlisted service, warrant 
service and service in the National 
Guard, not in the service of the United 
States. 








Pay Bill 

Section 1, line 4, specifically includes 
in the provisions of the pay bill the 
adjunct forces of the Army, Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and Public Health Service 
(there being no adjunct forces of the 
Coast Guard and Coast and Geodetic 
Survey). 

Lines 11 to 14 change the existing 
law as to persons serving other than 
as commissioned officers whose pay is 
based on or assimilated to that of a 
commissioned officer. The 12th para- 
graph of Section 1 of the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of 1922, 42 Stat. 627, fixes 
the pay of such persons with respect 
to the pay of a specific pay period. 
To illustrate, a band leader whose pay 
and allowances are fixed as those of a 
captain receives the third period pay 
irrespective of his length of service, 
while a captain, after 17 years of ser- 
vice, would-be entitled to pay of the 
fourth period. This will indirectly act 
as an increase over existing law; 
whether it has been included in the 
estimate is not known. 

Section 2 fixes the pay of a major 
general at $14,000, the present maxi- 
mum pay and allowances being $9,700 
(Section 8, Pay Readjustment Act of 
1922) and the pay of a brigadier gen- 
eral at $12,000, present maximum pay 
and allowances being $7,500 (Section 8, 
Pay Readjustment Act).. The second 
paragraph, page 2, lines 1 to 5, fixes 
the allowances of a rear admiral, while 
serving as an admiral, at $3,000 per 
annum and a rear admiral, while serv- 
ing as a vice admiral, at $1,500 per 
annum. The present law (Section 8, 
Pay Readjustment Act of 1922) is 
$2,200 and $500, respectively. Lines 5 
to 7 provide that the Chief of Staff of 
the Army shall be entitled to the pay 
of a major general and to an additional 
amount at the rate of $3,000 per an- 
num. Under existing law Act of Feb- 
ruary 28, 1929, 45 Stat. 1255, the Chief 
of Staff is entitled to the pay and al- 
lowance of a major general and to a 
money allowance of $2,200 while hold- 
ing office as such. The proposed pro- 
vision should be maditied by inserting 
after the word “Army,” line 5, the 
words “while holding office as such” to 
remove the ambiguity should so un- 
usual a case arise as a brigadier gen- 
eral being appointed Chief of Staff, and 
the argument advanced that the pro- 
posed language was designed to give 
the permanent rank of Major General. 

A comparison of the pay proposed for 
officers below the grade of brigadier 
general, paragraph 3 of Section 2, page 
2, will be found in the report, pages 57 
and 63, the present rate of pay and 
allowances, page 57, being based on 
“average conditions of length of ser- 
vice as found in each grade at pres- 
ent.” 


Longevity for NG Duty 

The fourth paragraph, Section 2, lines 
22 to 27, continues in force the pres- 
ent laws governing the allowance of 
longevity credit for commissioned offi- 
cers of the National Guard or Reserve 
forces of any of the services included 
in the bill “except that such credit 
shall be allowed only for service in 
grade.” The present law is found in 
the tenth paragraph of Section 1 and 
Section 3 of the Pay Readjustment Act, 
as amended by the act of May 31, 1924, 
43 Stat. 250, as follows: 

Section 1, paragraph 10. 

_“Every officer paid under the pro- 
visions of this section shall receive an 
increase of 5 per centum of the base 
pay of his period for each three years 
of service up to thirty years. * * *” 

Section 3, as amended, 43 Stat- 250. 

“Such officers whenever entitled to 
Federal pay, except armory drill and 
administrative function pay, shall re- 


ceive as longevity pay, in addition to | 


base pay provided but not exceeding 








the maximum pay prescribed by law, 
an increase thereof at the per centum 


and time rates up to thirty years pro- 
vided in the tenth paragraph of sec- 
tion 1. In computing the increase of 
pay for each period of three years’ 
service, such officers shall be credited 
with full time for all periods during 
which they have held commissions as 
officers of any of the services men- 
tioned in the title of this Act, or in the 
Organized Militia prior to July 1, 1916, 
or in the National Guard, or in the 
Naval Militia, or in the National Naval 
Volunteers, or in the Naval Reserve 
Force or Marine Corps Reserve Force, 
when confirmed in grade and qualified 
for all general service, with full time 
for all periods during which they have 
performed active duty under reserve 
commissions, and with one-half time 
for all other periods during which they 
have held commissions.” 

The provision is ambiguous. By Sec- 
tion 1, line 4, the adjunct forces are 
to receive, when entitled to active duty 
pay, the pay provided in the bill. Two 
rates of pay are provided for all offi- 
cers from first lieutenant to colonel, 
one during the first five years of serv- 
ice in grade and the other after five 
years’ service in grade. These rates 
are applicable to adjunct forces and 
by the provisions of paragraph 4 of 
Section 2, the adjunct forces are to re- 
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ceive, also, the longevity credit now 
authorized by law, the credit to be 
limited to service in grade. While it 
is possible the purpose is to fix, for 
example, the pay of a colonel at $10,- 
000, to which a colonel in the National 
Guard or the Reserve would be en- 
titled, that pay to be increased by 5 
percent, or to $10,500, after three 
years of service in grade, and to $11,- 
000 after six years’ service in grade, 
it can be reasonably argued that a colo- 
nel in the National Guard who had had 
five years’ service in grade is entitled 
to base pay of $10,500, to be increased 
by 5 per cent longevity for each three 
years’ service in grade. Colonels in 
the National Guard of fifteen years’ 
service in grade are possible if they do 
not now exist. If it is proposed that 
$10,000 shall be considered the base 
pay of a colonel, fifteen years’ service 
would entitle to a longevity credit of 
25 per cent, giving a colonel in the Na- 
tional Guard with fifteen years’ service 
in grade, when entitled to active duty 
pay, a pay of $12,500, a pay greater 
than proposed for a brigadier general; 
or if he is entitled to a base pay as a 
colonel after five years’ service, $10,- 
500, increased by 5 per cent for each 
three years of service, a total of 25 
per cent, a pay of $12,625. 
Proposes Substitute 
If it is not proposed to provide a 





pay in excess of the pay that may ac- 
crue to officers of the regular estab- 
lishment, lines 22 to 27 should be elimi- 
nated and there should be substituted 
therefor substantially the following: 

“Officers of corresponding grades in 
the National Guard or of the Reserve 
Forces, when entitled to active duty 
pay as otherwise prescribed by law, 
shall be considered as in the first five 
years of service in grade until after 
the rendition of five years’ service in 
a grade in the National Guard or in 
the Reserve, the service in a grade to 
be credited as prescribed in Section 3 
of the Pay Readjustment Act, as 
amended.” 

This will give full time credit for’ 
active duty service in any of the serv- 
ices and full time credit for National 
Guard, Organized Militia, Naval Militia 
National Naval Volunteers and Naval 
or Marine Corps Reserve Force service, 
and full credit for other Reserve serv- 
ice when on active duty, and half time 
credit for other Reserve service. 

Section 3, page 4, line 1, after the 
word “record” there should be inserted 
a comma and the words “to be certi- 
fied by the head of the department con- 
cerned within one year after the com- 
pletion of each period of three years’ 
service.” Pay of commissioned war- 
rant officers for different periods of

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
creditable service has been authorized 
in the Navy for some years. Cases 
have come to attention, and some are 
now pending in the Court of Claims, 
where the department, in at least one 
case, obviously because of the man’s 
record, failed to certify his record as 
creditable. Some six or seven years 
after the completion of the required 
service appafently on the record of 
service for the intervening years, his 
record was certified as creditable with- 
out srecifying the earliest date, after 
cempleting the prescribed service, on 
which the record was creditable and the 
man claimed the increased pay, amount- 
ing to over $3,000, from the date of 
completion of the required period of 
service. It is believed that the depart- 
ment concerned should be required to 
reach a determination whether the rec- 
ord is or is not creditable to the date 
the prescribed service was completed, 
within a limited period of time there- 
after, and if, on such determinaton, 
the record is found not creditable to 
such date, the record shall not be re- 
garded as creditable for purposes of 
additional pay, prior to the date on 
which the department thereafter finally 
makes its determination and issues its 
certificate that the record is creditable. 

Warrant Officers 

The proviso, lines 8 to 12, authorizes 
the counting of any service that is 
counted in any other service under ex- 
isting law by warrant officers. This is 
an indefinite increase in pay through 
the medium of authorizing the credit- 
ing of service not now credited for pay. 
Whether the increase in cost that will 
result from this provision was included 
in the estimate is not known. It would 
be difficult to ascertain. 

Field and Sea Duty 

Section 4, page 5, lines 5 to 11, is de- 
signed to exclude this office from a 
determination of what is field or sea 
duty. Under the original provisions of 
Sections 5 and 6 of the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act, 42 Stat. 628, it was con- 
tended that Summer training camps 
constituted field duty entitling officers 
with dependents to rental allowance. 
Under the amendment of Section 6, by 
the act of May 31, 1924, 43 Stat. 250, 
definitely giving rental allowances to 
officers at all times while not assigned 
to public quarters but withdrawing the 
right to rental allowance to officers 
without dependents while on field or 
sea duty, it has been contended that 
officers without dependents of the Ma- 
rine Corps engaged in campaigns in 
Nicaragua were not on field duty and 
were entitled to allowances. On the 
basis of these representations under the 
former and existing law, the intent 
would seem to be to have the determi- 
nation of sea duty or field duty rest 
upon which will result in the greatest 
payment. Sea duty has been defined 
by statute for many years (since 1860) 
by Section 1571 of the Revised Sta- 
tutes, and the statute from which it 
was taken. That law has been con- 
strued by the courts and it now has a 
settled meaning. The necessity for re-

moving the matter from the jurisdic- 
tion of the accounting officers and the 
judiciary is not apparent. The pay- 
ment or deduction from pay proposed 
to be required in section 4, when of- 
ficers are assigned public quarters 
should be required to be accomplished 
within a certain limited period; other- 
wise, there will be no uniformity among 
the six services in this respect and the 
fiscal interests of the Government stand 
to be prejudiced. 
Enlisted Men 

Section 5, page 5, fixes the pay of en- 
listed men. Below is a comparison of 
the existing law as to base pay and 
the proposed scale:

Page 5, lines 25 to 27, provides that 
“hereafter, the respective grade per- 
centages of the total authorized en- 
listed men of the Regular Army and 
Marine Corps shall be such as the 
President may from time to time di- 
rect.” Section 4-b of the National De- 
fense Act, as amended, June 4, 1930, 
43 Stat. 470, fixes by percentages the 
total number of men in each grade au- 
thorized for the Army, as follows:

It is not believed that the Navy or 
Coast Guard is at present limited as 
to the number of enlisted men in the 
various grades except as the annual 
appropriation acts may place a limit 
on the funds available. 

Pay for Medals 

Page 6, lines 7 to 19, provides for 
longevity increase of pay for enlisted 
men as follows: 

“Enlisted men of any of the services 
mentioned in this section shall receive, 
as the only permanent addition to their 
pay, except money allowances on ac- 
count of awards of medals or decora- 
tions authorized by Congress, an in- 
crease of 10 per centum of the base 
pay of their grade or rating upon com- 
pletion of their first four years of ac- 
tive service, and an additional increase 
of 5 per centum for each four years’ 
active service thereafter, the total not 
to exceed 25 per centum; all active 
service rendered heretofore or here- 
after in any rank, grade or rating, in 
any of the services mentioned in the 
title of this Act, including adjunct 
forces thereof, to be counted for the 
purpose of computing such increase of 
pay.” 

The exception by indirection makes 
a change in existing law and will re- 
quire, and apparently is so designed, 
the inclusion of pay for medals in the 
computation of retired pay and the re- 
tainer pay of transferred members of 
the Fleet Naval and Marine Corps Re- 
serves. The act of July 9, 1918, 40 
Stat. 871, gives to “each enlisted man 
of the Army to whom there has been 
or shall be awarded a medal of honor, 
a distinguished service cross, or a dis- 
tinguished service medal, for each such 
award * * * additional pay at the rate 


of $2 per month,” with the proviso. 


that “said additional pay shall continue 
throughout his active service whether 
such service shall or shall not be con- 
tinuous.” This additional pay for 
medals is not included in the pay on 
which retired pay is computed, 26 
Comp. Dec. 112. Identically the same 
provision as in the act of July 9, 1918, 
with respect to pay to enlisted men is 
made in Section 4 of the act of Feb. 4, 
1919, 40 Stat. 1056, providing for the 
issue of medals of honor, distinguished 
service medals and Navy crosses to 
personnel of the Navy and Marine 
Corps. The identical language is used 
in Section 13 of the act of July 2, 
1926, 44 Stat. 789, in providing addi- 
tional pay at the rate of $2 per month 
to enlisted or enrolled men to whom 
there has been or may hereafter be is- 
sued the soldier’s medal er the dis- 
tinguished flying cross. Under the pro- 
posed language this additional pay will 
be included in the computation of re- 
tired pay and for retirement will 











amount to $1-50 per month In the 
case of transferred members of the 
Fleet Naval and Marine Corps Reserves, 
however, it will give greater benefits 
and the language used would seem to 
indicate it was primarily inserted for 
the benefit of that class. The act of 
August 29, 1916, 39 Stat. 590, and Sec- 
tions 24 and 26 of the act of February 
28, 1925, 43 Stat. 1087, provide that 
transferred members of the Fleet Na- 
val and Marine Corps Reserves trans- 
ferred thereto after sixteen or twenty 
years’ naval service,” shall be paid a 
retainer at the rate of one-third and 
one-half, respectively, of the base pay 
they were reeciving at the close of their 
last naval service plus all permanent 
additions thereto; Provided, That the 
pay authorized in this paragraph as a 
retainer shall be increased ten per cen- 
tum for all men who may be credited 
with extraordinary heroism in the line 
of duty * * *.” 
Retainer Pay 

The award of any of the medals cited 
above because of an heroic act is, un- 
der the decisions of this office, a suf- 
ficient crediting with extraordinary 
heroism in the line of duty to entitle 
to 10 per cent additional retainer pay. 
A chief petty officer transferred after 
sixteen years’ naval service to whom 
there has been awarded a medal of 
honor, distinguished service medal, 
Navy cross, or distinguished flying 
cross, would therefore, under the pro- 
posed language, receive the entire $2 
as retainer pay increased by 10 per 
cent thereon and be entitled to an in- 
crease of 10 per cent on the remainder 
of his retainer pay by reason of the 
medal, for example, his pay would be 
as follows: 
1-3 of proposed base pay .. ..850.00

Such a man would therefore receive 
$2.20 for the medal, plus $8.75, or 10 
per cent of the remaining two items, 
totaling $87.50, and this additional pay 
would continue to be paid to him after 
his transfer to the retired list of the 
Navy. If this result is not intended, 
the words “except money allowances on 
account of awards of medals or decora- 
tions authorized by Congress,” lines 9, 
10 and 11, should be omitted. 

Under lines 11, 12 and 13, all en- 
listed men covered by the act will re- 
ceive 10 per cent longevity increase of 
pay upon completion of the first four 
years of service. This is a change so 
far as the Army and Marine Corps are 
concerned in the existing law as Sec- 
tion 9 of the Pay Readjustment Act, 
42 Stat. 629, gives to enlisted men of 
the Army and Marine Corps an in- 
crease of 5 per cent of the base pay for 
each four years’ service in any of the 
services mentioned in the title of the 
act not to exceed 25 per cent. The 
cost of this increase is difficult to com- 
pute and whether it has been included 
in the estimate of the cost of the pro- 
visions of the bill is not known. 

Crediting Service 

Lines 15 to 19, authorize the credit- 
ing of all service rendered heretofore 
or hereafter in any rank, grade, or rat- 
ing in any of the services named in 
the title of the act. This involves sev- 
eral changes in existing law and in- 
troduces an element of doubt whether 
service rendered in a civilian capacity 
in the Public Health Service or the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey is to be in- 
cluded. Enlisted men of the Army and 
Marine Corps, under the cited Section 
9 of the Pay Readjustment Act, now 
count any enlisted service in any of 
the services, including active duty in 
the actual service of the United States, 
in the National Guard, or other ad- 
junct forces. The Navy and Coast 
Guard enlisted men, by reason of the 
provisions of Section 10, giving them 
credit for 10 per cent for the first four 
years of service, were held to be en- 
titled to count only service in the Navy 
or Coast Guard, the naval service au- 
thorized to be credited including active 
service in the Navy Reserve on active 
duty other than for training. By Sec- 
tion 3 of the act of May 31, 1924, 43 
Stat- 251, all enlisted men of all of the 
services were authorized to count war- 
rant or commissioned service, includ- 
ing service as such in the adjunct 
forces, performed during the peried 
April 6, 1917, to Dec- 31, 1921, in the 
computation of their enlisted service 
for longevity pay purposes. The Pub- 








lic Health Service and the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey have no enlisted serv- 
ice. The proposed language will oper- 
ate as an increase of pay through the 
medium of counting service not now 
counted for pay, indefinite in amount 
and very difficult, if not impossible, to 
estimate. Whether the probable cost 
was included in the estimate of increase 
under the proposed bill is not known. 

Lines 20 to 24, page 6, proposes a 
eash allowance at the rate of $5 per 
month in lieu of clothing to enlisted 
men of the Navy and Coast Guard 
after their first year of service. Un- 
der successive annual appropriation 
acts outfits for all enlisted men and 
apprentice seamen of the Navy, at not 
to exceed $100 each, are authorized on 
first enlistment and thereafter they are 
required to furnish their own clothing. 
The act of March 1, 1889, 25 Stat. 781, 
embodies in U. S. Code, 34:916 au- 
thorizes an outfit of clothing to be fur- 
nished apprentices when first received 
on board not exceeding $45 in value. 
So far as known, the only provision 
authorizing a clothing outfit (except 
for the Naval Reserve) on subsequent 
enlistments in the Navy or Coast 
Guard, is the provision contained in 
the act of March 3, 1915, 38 Stat. 932. 

“That hereafter the Secretary of the 
Navy is authorized to issue a clothing 
outfit to all enlisted men serving in 
their second enlistment who failed to 
receive an outfit of the value author- 
ized by law on their first enlistment, 
or who, having received such outfit, 
were required to refund its value on 
account of discharge prior to expira- 
tion of enlistment: Provided further, 
That the net cost to the Government of 
clothing outfits furnished any one en- 
listed man shall not exceed $60.” 

Clothing Allowances 

The proposed provision continues the 
present arrangement of requiring en- 
listed men in the Navy and Coast 
Guard, after their first year of service, 
to furnish their own clothing, but gives 
them an increase of $5 per month, after 
their first year of service, on that ac- 
count. It is understood that one of 
the reasons for giving a higher rate 
of pay for enlisted men of some grades 
in the Navy and Coast Guard in the 
act of June 10, 1922, was because they 
were required to purchase their own 
clothing. It is now proposed to stand- 
ardize on the higher rates fixed in the 
Navy and Coast Guard, indeed, to in- 
crease those rates in some particulars, 
and to pay enlisted men of the Navy 
and Coast Guard $5 per month addi- 
tional in the nature of a clothing allow- 
ance. 

Flying Cadets 

Lines 25 to 27, page 6, lines 1 to 3, 
page 7: Flying cadets were authorized 
in the Army by the following provision 
contained in the act of July 11, 1919, 
41 Stat. 109: 

“The Secretary of War is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to establish and 
maintain at one or more established 
flying schools courses of instruction for 
aviation students- 

“Aviation students shall be enlisted 
in or appointed to the grade of flying 
cadet, Air Service, which grade is here- 
by established: Provided, That the total 
number of flying cadets shall not at any 
time exceed one thousand three hun- 
dred- The base pay of a flying cadet 
shall be $75 per month, including ex- 
tra pay for flying risk as provided by 
law. The ration allowance of a flying 
cadet shall not exceed $1 per day, and 
his other allowances shal! be those of 
a private, first class, Air Service. 

“Upon completion of a course pre-

scribed for flying cadets, each flying 
cadet, if he so desire, may be dis- 
charged and commissioned as a second 
lieutenant in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps; Provided, That the Secretary 
of War is authorized to discharge at 


any time any flying cadet whose dis- 


charge shall have been recommended 
by a board of not less than three offi- 
cers.” 

Section 21 of the Pay Readjustment 
Act of June 10, 1922, provided that 
nothing therein should operate to 
change in any way the existing laws 
or regulations made in pursuance of 
law, covering pay and allowances of 
filying cadets. Section 13-(a) of the 
National Defense Act, as amended by 
the act of July 2, 1926, 44 Stat. 780, 
increased the authorized number of fly- 
ing cadets to not exceeding 2,500, with 
a proviso that nothing therein should 
be construed as amending the exist- 
ing provisions of law relating to flying 
cadets. As the basic law quoted above 
shows, the rating was established for 
persons taking a course in flying and 
it is optional with the flying cadet 
upon completion of the course whether, 
if qualified, he shall be discharged and 
commissioned in the Reserve Corps. It 
is understood that private flying schools 
make a substantial charge for a course 
of instruction in flying. The 33 1-3 per 
cent increase in the pay of flying ca- 
dets, amounting to $300 per annum 
each, for the authorized number of 
flying cadets, 2,500 is $750,000 an- 
nually. 

Page 7, lines 4 to 15, is the existing 
law as to the rate of pay of specialist, 
Section 9 of the Pay Readjustment Act 
of 1922, 42 Stat. 629, and contains the 
percentages in the various grades as 
fixed for the Army in Section 4-b of 
the National Defense Act, as amended 
June 4, 1920, 41 Stat. 761. 

Lines 16 to 20, are substantially the 
present law with slight verbal changes 
contained in Section 18 of the Pay Re- 
adjustment Act of 1922, 42 Stat. 632. 
The necessity for its reenactment, in 
view of the provisions of the proposed 
Section 12, is not apparent. 

Lines 21:to 27, page 7, and lines 1 
to 4, page 8, are substantially the pres- 
ent law contained in Sections 9 and 10 
of the Pay Readjustment Act of 1922. 
The purpose of its restatement is not 
apparent. 

Rations 

Section 6, lines 5 to 10, is substan- 
tially the present law contained in Sec- 
tion 11 of the Pay Readjustment Act 
of 1922, but the maximum limit is in- 
creased from $4 to $5- The language 
of the existing law was submitted by 
the services concerned to the Joint 
Committee which drafted the Pay Re- 
adjustment Act of 1922, and was rep- 
resented as embodying the existing 
practice with respect to payment for 
quarters and subsistence in circum- 
stances where it was not practicable 
that quarters and subsistence be fur- 
nished in kind- However, the language 
has been seized upon by claims attor- 
neys and there are several cases pend- 
ing now in the Court of Claims where 
the Army reported that it was prac- 
ticable to subsist the men, but at their 
request, as they were married noncom- 
missioned officers, they were permitted 
to ration separately with their families, 
being paid the value of the garrison 
ration increased by 10 per cent, the lat- 
ter representing the cost of prepara- 
tion and serving. The contention being 
made in the Court of Claims is that 
the men were not furnished with sub- 
sistence and. are therefore entitled to 
the amount fixed in the President’s 
Regulations, $1.20 per day. If the pro- 
vision is to be reenacted it should be 
clarified to rebut any contention that 
under its terms it is optional with the 
men .to accept rations or quarters fur- 
nished by the service or the money 
value thereof, as fixed in the Presi- 
dent’s Regulations. A garrison ration 
is little in excess of 50 cents and the 
difference for the number of men, 
should the cases in the Court of Claims 
be decided against the Government, 
will be substantial. The following 
language is. suggested: 

“That to each enlisted man assigned 
to a duty where, in the judgment of the 
head of the department concerned, it 
is not feasibly practicable to furnish 
him quarters or rations in kind, either 
or both, there shall be paid, under such 
regulations as the President may pre- 
scribe, an allowance for quarters and 
an allowance for rations, the value of 
each to be dtermined by the condition 
under which the duty of the man is 
being performed, but the combined al- 
lowances so paid to any enlisted man 
shall not exceed $5 per day.” 


Lines 10 to 16, extend to all of the 1 
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other services the specific provision 
made for the Army in the Army Ap- 
propriation Act of April 15, 1926, 44 
Stat. 257. The Army (and Marine 
Corps under Section 1612, Revised 
Statutes) pays a man a “furlough ra- 
tion” when the man is on furlough and 
the construction of the original pro- 
vision was that an enlisted man of the 
Army on a duty entitling him to an al- 
lowance for subsistence was notwith- 
standing entitled, when on furlough, 
only to the furlough ration. The Navy 
and Coast Guard have not heretofore 
been authorized to pay an enlisted man 
an allowance for rations when on leave. 
The proposed provision will authorize 
the payment of the allowance where 
the man, when going on furlough, is in 
receipt of the allowance. Such a sit- 
uation proportionately is of more fre- 
quent occurrence in the Coast Guard 
than in the Navy as because of the 
small units used in the operation of 
the Coast Guard, a large proportion of 
enlisted men are in receipt of the 
money allowance for subsistence. It 
is difficult to determine the cost. The 
present rate where a man is on duty 
at a station and not furnished messing 
facilities is $1.20 per day. 

Lines 17 to 24, permit the payment 
of a per diem in lieu of subsistence for 
“surface” travel by enlisted men of all 
the services. The present limit, except 
for the Army, is $4, Section 11, Pay 
Redjustment Act of 1922. For travel 
by air, actual expenses not exceeding 
$8, are authorized under Section 21 of 
the Pay Readjustment Act of 1922. It 
is limited by regulations in all of the 
services, it is believed, to $6- It there- 
fore appears that in addition to in- 
creasing the limit fixed in Section 11 of 
the Pay Readjustment Act from $4 to 
$5, this provision authorizes a per diem 
in lieu of subsistence for surface travel, 
as well as travel by air, of $6, an in- 
crease of $2 per day in the Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and Coast Guard. The pay- 
ment of a per-diem of $6, which in- 
cludes the cost of lodging, without de- 
duction when the man is being paid 
at his station the present allowance of 
75 cents per day for quarters is pro- 
posed. In the case of married enlisted 
men, and for short journeys in the case 
of all enlisted men, the proposal to pay 
the full per diem as well as the allow- 
ance for quarters at his station has 
some equity, but in the case of single 
men, who, during an extended period 
of absence, are put to no expense for 
quarters at their station, the proposal 
seems inequitable. Unless it is intend- 
ed to extend the increased rate of $6 
to all travel, with the resulting increase 
in the Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard, the words “including travel,” 
line 21, should be omittéd, thus limiting 
the $6 per diem to travel by air. 

Lines 21 to 24, permit unlimited “de- 
lay en route.” For air travel at pres- 
ent, delays, except those due to the 
mode of travel, as for example, weather 
conditions or defects in the airplane, 
are limited to three days, after which 
the man becomes entitled to the rate 
prescribed in Section 11 of the Pay Re- 
adjustment Act of 1922 and the Ex- 
ecutive Regulations, which limit him 
to a maximum of $4 per day. 

Aviation Increases 

Section 7. The only effect of lines 5 
to 11 is to deny increased pay for fiy- 
ing and submarine duty in case of war. 
It is for the Congress to say whether 
these increases of pay should not be 
paid during war. Lines 11 to 16, fix 
flying and submarine pay for commis- 
sioned and warrant officers at a flat 
rate of $125 per month for flying duty 
and $62.50 per month for duty on sub- 
marines, instead of a percentage in- 
crease of pay of 50 per cent for flying 
and 25 per cent for submarine duty. 
Lines 16 to 19, “which sums shall be 
added to pay and included in the total 
amount to be allowed under existing 
law as six months’ gratuity pay to de- 
pendents of military personnel,” is su- 
perfluous if the man was on flying or 
submarine duty. The six months’ gratu- 
ity pay is by statute fixed as “an 
amount equal to six months’ pay at the 
rate received by such officer, enlisted 
man, * * * at the date of his death,” 
and has been construed as including 
additional pay of every kind and char- 
acter that the man was in receipt of. 
If assigned to flying duty and the pe- 
riod during which he could qualify for 
pay (three months) has not expired, 
the decision permits payment of the 
increased pay for flying duty to the 
dependent as a part of the six months’ 
death gratuity pay. The proposed lan- 
guage, unless its purpose is to give 
the pay to the dependents when the 
man is not qualified for the pay had 
he been alive, is therefore superfluous. 
The flat rate fixed understood to be ap- 
plicable to all commissioned officers 





and all warrant officers will oper- 
ate as an increase in some cases and 
as a decrease in others.

Retired Pay 

Section 9, lines 9 to 16, requires that 
all retired personnel shall have their 
pay computed on the pay provided in 
the proposed bill at the rates provided 
in existing law. The rates of pay for 
commissioned officers in Section 2 have 
been drawn to include the value of al- 
lowances now accruing to officers on 
the active list. The language of Sec- 
tion 9 will result in an enormous in- 
crease in the pay of the retired list- 
For example, a colonel after 30 years 
has an active list pay of $4,000, in- 
creased 50 per cent for longevity, a 
total of $6,000, and his retired pay is 
75 per cent thereof, or $4,500. The pay 
of a colonel after five years’ service in 
that grade is proposed as $10,500 and 
such a colonel’s retired pay on that 
basis at 75 per cent—the present law 
—will be $7,875—$675 per year more 
than now authorized for pay and allow- 
ances on the active list, a net increase 
over the present maximum retired pay 
of a colonel of $3,875, or 75 per cent. 
The present maximum active pay of a 
lieutenant colonel after 26 years’ serv- 
ice is $250 less than for a colonel. The 
present maximum pay of a major is the 
pay of the fifth period, $3,500, increas- 
ed by 50 per cent for 30 years’ service, 
or $5,250, and the maximum retired 
pay of a major with such service is 75 
per cent, or $3,937.50. Under the pro- 
posed law, a major after five years’ 
service in grade would be paid $7,500 
and a retired pay at 75 per cent is 
$5,625, an increase of approximately 43 
per cent. The percentage of increase 
will vary according to the grade of the 
officer and his length of service. Un- 
der lines 16 to 21, the substantial in- 


creased pay proposed to be authorized_ 


will be increased, where the officer has 
not attained the maximum of his grade 
during the period on the active list, 
by any service rendered by him after 
retirement. Lines 22 to 27, lines 1 to 
4, page 11, extend to the nurses of the 
Public Health Service the laws relating 
to the retirement of nurses of the Army 
and Navy after 30 years’ service, or at 
the age of 50 years after 20 years’ 
service, and the provision of existing 
law for the retirement of Army and 
Navy nurses for physical disability an 
incident of the service. 

Page 11, lines 14 to 17. It has been 
held by this office that an Army officer 
retired in the grade of lieutenant gen- 
eral under the provisions of the act of 
March 4, 1913, 38 Stat. 1191, that is, 
an officer advanced one grade on retire- 
ment because of having been detailed to 
duty with the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion on the Isthmus of Panama for 
more than three years and who was 
not advanced otherwise under the terms 
of that act, was entitled to retired pay 
based on the active duty pay fixed for 
the grade of lieutenant general by Sec- 
tion 1261, Revised Statutes, that is, 
$11,000 per annum, or a retired pay of 
75 per cent thereof, $8,250. The pro- 
posed bill is that such officers “shall 
receive retired pay at the rate of 
$11,000 per annum,” that is, the full 
pay of a lieutenant general as fixed by 
existing law and which thus indirectly 
fixes the active list pay of a lieutenant 
general at $14, 666 plus. 

Section 10, lines 18 to 27, and lines 
1 to 2, page 12, is the saving clause 
which appears in all service pay legis- 
lation. Among the reasons for advo- 
cating the present consideration of pay 
legislation is that great inequalities 
exist in the present law, that it is com- 
plicated, and that some officers are re- 
ceiving pay out of proportion to their 
rank or grade and on this premise 
there are recommended, so far as the 
commissioned personnel is concerned, 
increases in pay of that .personnel, on 
the average, very largely in excess of 
the pay being paid normally under the 
present law. Yet the pay under the 
present law is proposed to be continued 
in effect for the benefit of those who 
will receive greater benefits under the 
present law, including those officers 
who are receiving pay out of propor- 
tion to their grade or rank.

Lines 22 to 26, extend the provisions 
for making a cash payment to the de- 
pendents of officers, enlisted men and 
nurses of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard equal to the 
pay of the deceased for six months at 
the rate received by him or her at 
date of death. The payment was first 

authorized in the pay acts of 1908. 
Among the arguments advanced was 
that it was in the nature of insurance, 
that insurance rates were high for mil- 
itary and naval personnel, and the pay 
was low, and this small payment, a part 





War Profits Committee 


THE Commission created by Public 

Resolution 98, 71st Congress, to 
study methods for removing the prof- 
its from war, and for effecting an 
equitable distribution of the burdens of 
war, held its first meeting Jan. 21 in 
the office of the Secretary of War. The 
Commission elected as chairman, Sec- 
retary of War Hurley, Senator David 
A. Reed, vice chairman, and appointed 
Representative Lindley H. Hadley as 
secretary. 


The Commission announced its de- 
termination to make a thorough and 
exhaustive analysis of the important 
factors bearing upon the task given it 
by the terms of the Congressional res- 
olution. It authorized the organization 
of a secretariat which is to be formed 
by cooperation between various Gov- 
ernment department, civilian agencies, 
and members of both Houses of Con- 
gress. 

The Commission was originally ap- 
pointed last July, but due to absence 
from the city of the members from the 
Senate and House of Representatives 
an earlier organization has not been 
possible. Its final report must be in 
the hands of the President on the first 
Monday in December, 1931- 


Sec. Adams Cancels Trip 


ECRETARY of the Navy Charles 
Francis Adams, who had planned 
to witness the war problem and United 
States Fleet tactical maneuvers off 
Panama from the deck of a battleship 
of the Battle Fleet, will be unable to 
leave the Pacific Coast on Feb. 5, the 
date set for the sailing of the Battle 
Fleet from the San Pedro-San Diego 
area. 


The necessity for attending hearings 
on proposed naval legislation will hold 
the Seeretary in Washington at least 
until Congress adjourns. It is possible 
that he, accompanied by Rear Adm. 
William A. Moffett, USN, Chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, and Capt. 
H. R. Stark, USN, aide to the Secre- 
tary, may go to Panama after March 
4 on board the USS Chester, 10,000- 
ton cruiser now undergoing repairs at 
the Navy Yard, Norfolk, Va. 


Adm. William V. Pratt, USN, Chief 
of the Naval Operations, accompanied 
by his aide, Lt. C. W. A. Campbell, 
USN, left Jan. 25 by train for San 
Pedro, Calif., where he will go aboard 
the USS California, flagship of the 
Battle Fleet, for passage south Feb.

Section 11, lines 10 to 18- The pres- 
ent law authorizes drill pay for officers 
above the grade of captain in the Na- 
tional Guard, and _ corresponding 
grades in the Naval Reserve, of $500 
per annum, in the discretion of the 
President, for satisfactory performance 
of their duties. This pay is not pay- 
able when the officer is otherwise en- 
titled to Federal pay. It is proposed 
to authorize the President to increase 
this drill pay to a sum not in excess 
of two months’ pay of a major during 
his first five years, service in grade, 
that is, one-sixth of $7,000, or $1,166.66, 
more than doubling the armory drill 
pay for the satisfactory performance of 
duty by officers above the grade of cap- 
tain in the National Guard or the Na- 
val Reserve. .
